SINKS IN LAKE ERIE 


Old Propeller Idaho Founders 
in a Furious Wale. 


NINETEEN ‘LIVES LOST. 


Only Two Men of the Crew of 
Twenty-one Are Saved. 


DAMAGE TO OTHER CRAFT.

Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 6.—The steamer Idaho 
of the Western Transit line (New York Cen- 
tral) foundered in eight fathoms of water 
at 4:30 this morning off Long Point on Lake 
Erie. This point buts out into the lake from 


the Canadian shore, about sixty-five miles | 


west of Buffalo, and its vicinity has been 
the scene of many disasters. 

The Idaho, commanded by Captain Will- 
fam Gillies of Buffalo, and having on board 
a crew of twenty-one all told, left Buffalo 
on Friday afternoon leaden with package 
freight for Milwaukee. A strong southwest 
gale was blowing at the time, and the 
weather office had storm signals up for the 
lake. 

Captain Gillies thought he could weather 
the gale, and headed straight up the lake. 
Shortly after passing Long Point he discov- 
ered his mistake, and tried to run for 
shelter. 


Seas Quench the Fires. 

The sea was running very high at the time 
and in turning the Idaho shipped'a big sea, 
‘which quenched the fires in the engines and 
the boat was helpless in the trough of the 
sea. The Captain and crew were lowering 
the lifeboat when the steamer gave a iurch 
and went down on her side, stern first. Two 
of the crew, a deckhand named William 
Gill of Rochester and the second mate, name 
unknown, managed to reach the top of a

Since the stopping of public improvements 
in the Town of Lake twenty-eight accidents 
caused by defective sidewalks have been 
reported by the police. This is more than 
occurred during the entire preceding year. 
They ranged in the nature of injury from 
sprained ankles to broken limbs.

It Is Supposed That It Was Wrecked 
on the Rocks of St, Catx in the West 
Indies—All on Board Are Believed to 
Have Beek Lost—Strange Errand of 
m Vessel That Caused a Sensation 
Among Sailors on the Atlantic 
Coast. 


New York, Nov. 6.—{Special.]—The sail- 
Ing yacht which mysteriously sailed from 
this port several weeks ago after having 
kept its destination and its owner such a 
secret that it gained the name “ Mysterious 
Yacht” from seamen all elong the river 
front, has gone down off the Island of St. 
Croix. All on board, including Captain John 
R. Lord and five seamen, are believed to 
have been drowned. 

Although the Captain called himself John 
R. Lord, he gave two addresses—one Des 
Moines, Ja., and one in Costa Rica. Both of 
these were probably tnvented to complete 
the disguise under which he worked wile 
in New York. es 

The lost vessel was bought from Captain 
Charles G. Terry and F. M. Harris, boat 
speculators. They had purchased the craft 
from Mr. Oscar B. Smith, the broker. He 
purchased the boat from Governor Lippitt 
of Rhode Island. ’ 


Purchase of the Yacht. 

When it became the property of Mr. Smith 
he was a member of the Larchmont Yacht 
club, and he entered it into several races, 
when it proved itself fast. Mr. Smith dis- 
posea of it to Terry & Harris. They saw 
an advertisement, signed by John R. Lord, 
which said that a sailing yacht was wanted 
for pleasure purposes. They answered -the 
advertisement, with the result that Lord 
called upon them.

SPAIN STICKS TO ITS CLAIMS. 


Will Try Competitor Prisoners by 
, Court-Martial in Spite of 
Protests. 


Washington, D. C.,. Nov. 6—A telegram

United States Acting Consul Génera! Spring- 
er at Havana as follows: 

“Trial by .court-martial of Competitor 
prisoners will be held on Monday next. Will 
attend.” 

There are five of these prisonerse—namely: 
Alfred Laborde, William Gildea, Ona Mel- 
ton, ChaMes Barnett, and William Leavitt. 
They. were arrested -on the Competitor 
April 26, 1896, on a charge of landing arms 
for the insurgents, and have been held in 
close confinement ever since, May 8, 1896, 
they, were tried by a naval’ court-martial 
and sentenced to death. Only the most en- 
ergetic action by the United States govern- 
ment prevented the immediate execution of 
this sentence, and after negottations direct 
with Madrid, Weyler having proved unre- 
lenting. an order was secured for a new 
trial, the Madrid judicial reviewing author- 
ities having found the proceedings informal. 

Thé contention of our government has been 
that these men wére properly subject to the 
protection afforded by the Cushing protocol, 
and entitled to counsel, to be confronted 
with witnesses, and ail the guarantees of a 
fair trial contained in that &greement. The 
Spanish claim has been that the , being 
taken with arms in hand, and not on land, 
are excluded from the benefits of the 
protocol. | 

The news now coming that they are to be 
tried by court-martial again is not reassur- 
ing: as it amounts to‘an insistence by the 
Spanish upon their contention that, if car- 
ried out, will, it is expected, lead to the re- 
imposition of’ the death penalty. 

It is semi-officially, asserted here, how- 
ever, that if the crew of the American 
schooner are sentenced again to death or 
imprisonment they will be pardoned by the 
government at Madrid. 


TO INVESTIGATE IN ARMENIA. 


Sultan Gives an American Permission 
to Personally Inquire Into the 
Reported Massacres. 


New York, Nov. 6-—On the Invitation of 
the Sultan of Turkey the Herald has sent 
a New York commission to investigate the 
condition of the Christian subjects of the 
Turkish Empire and the truth or falsity of 
the .réports of Armenian massacres with 
whieh the worid bas been flooded. 

The Rey. George H. Hepworth has been 
selected for this task, and he is now on his 
way to Anatolia, where, with competent as- 
sistance, he will devote himself to the in- 
vestigation. The results will be forwarded 
to the Herald in a series of letters which 
will tell the whole truth. 

The Sultan agtees that the Herald’s rep- 
resentative shall be absolutely untrammeled, 
and he will furnish to the world the plain, 
unvarnished, indisputable facts as he shall 
find them. 

Dr. Hepworth {fs ac¢éompaniéd by an as- 
sistant, thoroughly familiar with the coun- 
try and people. He left Constantinople yes- 
terday morning and should reach Trebizond 
in a few days.

Madrid, Nov. 6.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The Stock Exchange was agi- 
tated today by rumors of strained relations 
between Spain and the United States. Some 
evening papers usually well informed went 
so far as to say the Cabinet Council had 
been unexpectedly summoned chiefly to ex-. 
amine the note which it was said Woodford 
has just communicated tothe Spanish gov- 
ernment regarding the Competitor affair. 
Woodford informed me tonight that he had 
made no such communication. This shows 
that Woodford has up to the present re- 
ceived no orders regarding the Competitor 
affair. ‘ 

The first part of the reforms for Cuba and 
Puerto Rico was approved in the Cabinet 
Council today. They comprise electoral re- 
forms. Two decrees have been discussed by 
| the Cabinet and will be published in the 
official gazette tomorrow. One establishes 
Cuba and Puerto Rico will have the same 
electoral rights as Spain—that is, universal 
suffrage for all men above 25 years of age. 
The other decree says the electoral census 
will be organized under the supervision of 
the District Courts. Representatives of all 
parties will inspect it and have the power 
to interfere in its formation, so as to prevent 
people who have a right to Vote from being | 
excluded, or people who have not the right 
to vote from being included in the electoral 
lists. 

The official note says: 


Freedom in Local Affairs. 

“ The government is anxious to show that 
it leaves the inhabitants of Cuba and Puerto 
Rico perfect f m in the administration 
of their local affairs. They will make their 
own census, without the Interference of the 
Spanish auithorities. That census will serve 
for the elections of municipal and town 
councils, for members of the Cuban Cham- 
ber, and for Deputies to the Spanish Cortes.” 

The Cabinet Council also approved meas- 
ures to protect the health of soldiers. It 
appears from Blanco’s regorts that the sani- 
tary measures in the army of Cuba were 
much neglected under Weyler. He says 
this accounts for the large number of sol- 
| diers sick and dead of disease. 


Castelar Reviews the Situation. 

Castelar has written for the Spanish pro- 
Vincial papers an article on the international 
relations of Spain and the United States. 
An Important paragraph says: 

as Ong other things, Woodford says that 
the erican Executive will never abancon 
the polity maintained by Cleveland; who 
&lways refused to sanction’ a declaration 
regarding Cuba which part of the Senate 
and Lower House of Congress endeavored 
to impose on him. The note also says that 
as long as a declaration of belligerency de- 
pends on the Executive the President will 
maintain international rights and will not 
acknowledge as belligerents people who are 
simply rebelis. 

“ But after these deglarations, so clear 
and expressive, the nom declares that the 
Executive is not the only power in America, 
and that by means of a joint resolution Con- 
gress has the power to force the hand of the 
President regarding Cuban affairs.”’ 


Regards It as Insolent. 

Commenting on this, Castelar says: 

*“‘In offering mediation the American gov- 
ernment avows its complicity with the 
Cuban rebellion, and offers what it cannot 
possibly fulfill. The American note as a 
whole is a great insolence. International 
rights cannot admit the principles it con- 
tains. If the right of intervention in other 
nations’ affairs was recognized we would go 
back to the middle ages.. The American note 
complains of damages suffered by American 
commerce and American interests through 
the war in Cuba. Every country’s com- 
merce is exposed to such risks. Almost con- 
tinuous insurrections in Ireland, conflicts 
between Italy and Austria, agitations which 
for many years were alive in France, Spain, 
and Italy, and last, the European wars of 
the present century, damaged surely the 
commerce and the interests of other na- 
‘tlons, but none of them pretended to take 
it as a pretext for intervening directly or 
indirectly in other nations’ affairs. If the 
right of intervention was acknowledged we 
would ask the Dnited States to explain mu- 
nicipal scandals of New York, the wholesale 
- murder of Italians, the lynching of negroes, 
and the continual insurrections of Indians 
and their fast disappearance from the sur- 
face of the earth.”

WALKER DECLINES TO SERVE. 


Will Not Help Perkins Because of the 
Free Silver Plank in the 
_ Platform. 


Aiderman Charlies M. Walker of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, who, although an hon- 
est-money Democrat. was chosen as one 
of Candidate Perkins’ campaign committee 
in the Sixth District, has refused to serve 
on the grounds that Perkins is running ona 
wide-open, 16 to 1, free stiver, anarchistic 
platform, and he has no use for such non- 
sense. As Alderman Walker is nearer to 
Mayor Harrison than any other member of 
the City Council, the news of his refusal 
to act on the committee carried dismay to 
the Perkins ranks. 


To offset the defection the Perkins man- 


agers made considerable ado over the fact 
Mayor Harrison had consented to take the 
stump for. their candidate, which, being 
brought to the Mayor’s attention yesterday, 
he smiled. and said: . 

" Why, of course, I will speak for Perkins 
—that is to say, I will make a couple of 
speeches in the district. But I see nothing 
‘remarkable in that. It seems to me the 
news item would come in were I to refuse to 
go on the stump for him.” 

Alderman Maltby is another member of the 
Campaign committee who will ask to be 
excused from serving. He said last evening 
he preferred not to give his reasons for de- 
clining to assist Vincent H. Perkins in his 
race, but stated the financial plank of the 
Democratic platform: had not determined 
him. 

“IT was out of the city, and was not con- 
sulted, or my name would not have been 
published in this connection,’ declared Mr. 
Maitby. ‘‘I do not care to take part in the 
direction of this campaign. It is not a mat- 
ter of 16 to 1, or anything of that kind.” 

Heaton Owsley is a personal friend of Mr. 
Perkins, and he said he would serve on the 
Campaign committee willingly and loyally. 

“The making of the platform is a matter 
of the past,’’ hesaid. “ I would not have put 
in a free silver plank. I do not think the 
financial question is going to cut much of a 
figure this year. I regard that matter as 
settled for some time to come. I doubt very 
much if it is an issue in the next Presidential 
election.

Hanna’s Opponents in the Legislature. 


The claim is that there are enough of the 
newly elected members of the Legislature 
whe will vote for “‘ some other Republican ”’ 
to effectually ruin any chances that Mr, 
Hanna may have once had to succeed him- 


self. It is claimed that there are sixteen or : 


thereabouts members of the next General 
Assembly who were either openly opposed 
to Mr. Hanna for the nomination or were 
fought by him during their canyass for elec- 
tion. These men are said to decline to rec- 
ognize the right of the State convention to 
dictate to them the manner in which they 
shovld yote on the Senatorial question. 
Chairman Nash said tonight that there was 


‘né doubt of Hanna’s re@lection, He admit- 


ted there was a strong feeling against him 
in certain quarters, but did not believe it 
would amount to anything. There are no 
changes in the legislative situation. 

The contest for control of the Ohio Legis~ 
lature is considered ended, The indications 
are that the next Senate will stand nineteen 
Democrats and seventeen Republicans, and 
the House fifty-one Democrats and fifty- 
eight Republicans, with a’ majortty of five 
Republicans on joint ballot. There may be 
several contested seats, but these cannot be 
considered until the Legislature\meets the 
first Monday in January next. 


Wrangling Democrats. 


Allen O. Myers, who has been connected 
with the Democratic State Executive com- 
mittee during the campaign, makes a start- 
ling statement against Chairman McCcn- 
ville.

Supervisors Must Certify Returns. 


Toledo, O., Nov. 6.—Judge Parker of the 
Ninth Circuit Court decided today that the 
Wood County Board of Supervisors must 
certify the returns of Center Township. 
This elects: Norris (Rep.), candidate for 
Representative. 

Judge Parker holds that the functions of 
the Board of Bilections are simply minis- 
terial; that they must certify to the vote as 
they find it, without going behind the re- 
turns; that the question as to whether the 
provisions of the law were net complied 
with in having the polling booth outside the 
boundaries of Center Township precinct, 
and whether, if so,-it invalidates the ballots 
there cast, must be decided by the courts or 
by the Legislature itself. 


BRYAN’S INFLUENCE IN OHIO. 


Republican Gains in Most of the Towns 
Where His Speeches Were 
Heard. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 6.—{Special.J—W. J. 
Bryan made a three days’ campaign tour of 
Ohié before the rétent election, and that 
his presence was felt is shown by a glance 
at the returns in places where he spoke. 

Mr. Bryan began in Williams County, and 
the Republican gain there is 455. He went 
to Defiance, where the Republican gain is 
890; then to Paulding, where the Democfatic 
gain is 63; then to Van Wert, where the Dem- 
ocratic gain is 2. So he closed his first day 
with a Republican gain of 1,345, and a Dem- 
ocratic gain of 65; net Republican gain, 1,280. 

On the second day he started in Kno® 
County, where there is a Republican gain 
of 191; then to Licking, which shows a Dem- 
ocratic gain of 223; then to Perry, with a. 
Republican gain of 76. And he closed bis 
second day with a Republican gain of 267 
and a Democratic gain of 223. Net Republic- 
an gain, 44. 

The third day was opened at Hocking 
and gave a Republican gain of 178; then to 
Vinton, with a Democratic gain of 47; then 
to Jackson; with a Democratic gain of 738: 
then to Pike with a Republican gain of 257, 
making a Republican gain of 435 and a 
Democratic gain of 120; net Republican 
gain, 315. 

So that in Mr. Bryan's three days’ tour he 
made a Republican gain where he spoke of 
1,689, or an average of over 500 a day.

The candidaey of Bidwill for the State 
Treasurership grows out of a deal made be- 
tween him and Hertz. Bidwill, who is the 
boss of the Democratic Ninth Ward, as 
Hertz ts of the Fifteenth, Sixteenth, and 
Seventeenth, argued that if the latter was a 
good enough man to be State Treasurer he 
was algo, and, as under the State constitu- 
tion Hertz cannot succeed himself, he

proposed system, and some were its enthi- 
siastic supporters, but ex-Controller of the 
Treasury Lacey took octasion to point out 
the objections he thought existed to at least 
the immediate establishments of such in- 
stitutions. 

Mr. Lacey and Henry 8. Boutell, the Re- 

ublican candidate for Congress in the 

ixth District, were the speakers in whose 
remarks the most interest centered, and both 
men argued that the main point to be con- 
sidered was what the government was to do 
with the money it would receive as deposits 
in postal savings banks should it establish 
them. Mr. Boutell made the suggestion that 
it be expended in harbor and other national 
improvements from which a revenue could 
be derived, but to this Mr. Lacey took excep- 
tion on the ground it would be unwise to lock 
the .money up so it would not be available 
in ¢ase it should be demanded by the de- 
positors. e 


John V. Farwell Jr. Presides. 


President John V. Farwell Jr. welcomed 
the*‘club members to their first meeting after 
their summer vacation and then introduced 
Mr. Boutell. 

The objections to postal savings banks on 
the ground of their meaning paternalism in 
the genéral government could be dismissed 
as fanciful. They might have weight in 
other countries, “but with us,’ said Mr. 
Boutell, “ the government at Washington is 
nothing more than a subcommittee of the 
whole with power to pet and if the 72,000,000 
and odd of the rest o do not like the way 
that committee is acting all we have todo is 
to choose another one. There can be no 
dangerous paternalism under such a sys- 
tem.”’ 

That postal savings banks were a benefi- 
cent thing, cultivating, as they did, thrift 
among the people, by. providing a safe de- 
posit for their small savings, had been abun- 
dantly demonstrated in England, Sweden, 
and other countries where the system had 
been so well tried that their experience left 
no room for further argument. 

* But,” continued Mr. Boutell, “ the ques- 
tion with us is what effect will postal sav- 
ings banks in America have on the govern- 
ment? What will it do with the money it 
receives as deposits? 


Offers a Suggestion. 

* Here I would like to offer far your con- 
sideration a suggestion of my own. The 
sums expended each year for river and har- 
bor improvements by the government at 
Washington are enormous, but the money, 
so spent is a dead loss to the government 
except as it is repaid to its marine interests 
in better navigation facilities. Let the na- 
tional government spend the deposits of 
these postal savings banks in the perma- 
nent improvement of its harbors, issue 
against these improvements long time gold 
bonds, and it can derive from these im- 
provements sufficient revenue to more than 

pay the interest on the money. Take Chi- 
| cago, for instance, where for twenty-five 
years we have been trying to secure a suit- 
ablé harbor. This port has 10,000 clearances 
a year. Aclearance feé of $10 would yield an 
annual income of $100,000. A further fee of 
one cent a ton on freight handled would give 
$132,000 more. This sum of $282,000 means 
4 per cent on $6,000,000, and for $6,000,000 
Chicago could have the harbor it needs.” 


Ex-Controller Lacey Speaks. 


Ex-Controller Lacey said he was in tavor 
of postal savings banks as a patriotic ineas- 
ure, as they “ wollld promote thrift, thritt 
promote contentment, anda contentment 
make good citizens,’’ but he felt bound to 
point out some of the objections to their 
immediate establishment. His hearers must 
remember that all the countries in which 
they are now established had ulso 2 per- 
manent public debt, an institution the United 
States did not possess, neither did it want 
one. The enormous debt of Great Fritain 
furnished a lucrative investment for the 
money deposited in its government savings 
banks, “but,” said Mr. Lacey, “had our 
government gone into the banking business 
at the time England did we would probably 
have crossed the line about ten years ago, 
when the deposits in the postal savings 
banks reached the total of the public debt, 
and now those deposits would doubtless be 
about $1,000,000,000, while the debt is $585,- 


Can the Money Earn Interest? 


“The question, therefore, is, can the gov- 
ernment use the money deposited in these 
banks.to earn the interest due the deposit- 
ors, for, I take it, these banks are not to be 
charitable institutions? It would certainly 
be most unfair to tax the non-depositors to 
pay interest to the depositors, the more so 
as under our system of impost duties even 
the poorest of Americans have to pay some 
tax to the lovernment.”’ 

Mr. Boutell’s suggestion that the money 
be used in permanent national improvement 
is certainly novel, but it is open to the ob- 
jection it does not provide for any time of 
paying these deposits. It is urged so great 
would be the confidence of thé depositors in 
these government banky there could never 
be a run on them; but this ie a mistake. The 
depositors probably would never distrust the 
ability or the willingness of the government 
to pay them the amount they had deposited, 
but they might have good cause to distrust 
the character of that payment. 


Refers to the Last Campaign. 


** Suppose a case like the campaign of last 
fall, when Mr. Bryan was running on a 16 
to 1 free silver platform. The proposition 
presented to every depositor in those banks 
would be that if such a candidate were to 
succeed he would be paid in a cheap silver 
dollar the gold dollar he had deposited, and 
he would hasten to get his money out before 
such a thing could happen. It would pro- 
duce @ run on a government bank just as 
surely as on any other bank, and the gov- 
ernment, like other bankers, would have to 
be ready to pay all demands on it.”’

Toul air. It was like the sands of the Egyp- 
desert, finding | 


that the frightful gases generated shall be 
destroyed by chemical action. This is ex- 
pensive and ‘takes some little time. There- 
fore, when a complaisant Deputy Health 
Commissioner turns up his nose at the en- 
forcement of this regulation the rendering 
people save time and money at the expense 
of the comfort of the people of Chicago. 
They simply open the valve of the chamber 
‘holding the noxious vapors and let them 
escape up the chimneys, which project 200 
feet in the air. It is some time before the 
gases condense, and people who live four 
and five miles from the works are the suf- 
ferers from the poisonous fumes. 

Under the administration of Mayor Swift 
the nuisance was effectually suppressed, 
his Honor seeing that the law was enforced. 
It is a curious coincidence that the fetid 
breezes were rampant four years ago, when 
Health Commissioner Reynolds occupied 
the position he now fills,

orders issued tomorrow morning which will 
bring relief to the residents of the city when- 
ever the wind happens to be from the south- 
west.

Market in South Africa. 

While in South Africa I wus much struck 
by the enormous extent to wiich the people 
of that country depended upon Europe and. 
America for food suppliés, and I am not 3ur- 
prised that a shipload of American turkeys, 
chickens, pigeons, and ducks is on the way 
to that land of gold and ostrich feathers. 
The trade should be a valuable one for us 
and would be better {f we had first-class 
Consuls in that country. 

From a letter just received, written by the 
wife of a prominent official of Natal, herself 
an excellent housekeeper, I quote: 

“ Every one is looking much concerned 
just now, with the prospect of rinderpest in 
our midst, everything rising to famine 
prices; butter four shillings per pound, eggs 
three shillings a dozen; fowlse—very small 
ones—three shillings each.”’ 

This letter is from the most favored part 
of South Africa, and prices must be at least 
double as much in the Transvaal. It seems 
like carrying coals to-Newcastle to take 
agricultural products to a land where only 
the soil is cheap. But I am confident that, 
with proper ships and proper fare on the 
journey, there is a splendid future for a 
regular trade in food from America direct to 
the Cape. 


Dr. Leyds Goes to Hurope. 

From the most intimate friend of Dr. 
Leyds, the State Secretary of the Transvaal, 
I hear that he is shortly to resign in order to 
become the envoy of his country to the 
Dutch of Burope. Then we shall see the 
curious result of thé Jameson raid, the 
Transvaal dealing diplomatically with the 
Foreign Office of a foreign country, while 
in England her agents are received only at 
the colonial office. In other words, the in- 
dependence of the Transvaal is admitted by 
every country excepting England. 

There is no doubt that Transvaal will 
make a desperate effort to secure an outlet 
to the seat at Delagoa Bay, and, though Dr. 
Leyds has exercised great secnécy in his fre- 
quent visits to that port, I doubt not that he 
has paved the way for such a concession as 
will allow the Transvaal government to 
land military stores without pier retiee 
from other countries.

Kaiser William’s Mental Condition. 


The rumor that the German Emperor is go- 
ing out of his head finds strange currency 
in Europe, but is only believed by those who 
cannot otherwise explain some of his later 
utterances against the people who agree 
with him. He is regarded as perfectly sane, 
for amongst the official and court party of 
Prussia Parliament is regarded as an abom- 
ination, and the news of the land is respect- 
ed only in so far as it emanates from the di- 
vine will of the monarch at the Berlin 
court.

way twice in succession, and furthermore 
comforting themselves with the reflection 
that by-elections never mean anything, and 
that the party in power has lost only five 
seats since the general election. 

‘The.Times, having been warned in advance 
by Mr. Maxse, the bimetallist editor of the 
National Review, that Middleton wouid go 
against the government, blurts out the 
truth that Lancashire has flung itself wildly 


-Into the craze for bimetallism, and that the 


defeat of “the impudent proposals of the 
American silverites ’’ has contributed to the 
Liberal majority. A disaster under these 
conditions, it contends, is not discreditable 
to the government, and even at the risk of 
losing cther constituencies under the same 
no encouragement should be 
given to a dangerous currency craze. The 
Times is getting on; it resisted with diffi- 
culty, am it explained parenthetically, the 
temptation to use the word “ impertinent ”’ 
when the Wolcott proposals were published, 
and contented itself with “ amusing’’ as a 
decorous substitute.

Attributed to Bad Times. 


The prolonged labor war in the engineer-

In- 
deed, the tone of the English press is becom- 
ing more just to America on the Cuban ques- 
tion than it has been: Richard Harding 
Davis’ book on Cuba has been read by edi- 
tors, if not by the general public here, and 
has produced a marked effect. Nevertheless, 
work on Spanish ships is not suspended in 
English yards, and the efforts of the Madrid 
government to purchase new war vessels 
are likely to be baffied mainly by the diffi- 
culty of finding mioney for them. 


Comment on Tammany’s Victory. 


The comments of the daily préss on the 
New York eléction are repeated today by all 
the weekly journals, the conclusion reached 
being that Platt played into the hands of 
Croker and that Tammany’s triumph has 
strengthened everywhere the opponents of 
liberty and self-government.

CAUSE OF MARKET SCARE 


Report That Prince Henry Is 
Buried at Sea.

World.}—Operations of Wall street bears 
have tended greatly to deepen the distrust 
occasioned in financial circles here by the 
result of the New York election slump. The 
prices are accepted as the most substantial 
possible proof of apprehension that free 
silver is coming within the pale of practical 
politics in thé United States. 

This view is expressed by financial writers 
in all the papers. The Statist, not only the 
ablest but also the sanest and the ieast of 
an alarmist of them, in discussing the pos- 
sibility of Democratic victory in the next 
Congressional elections, says: “In such a 
case it is almost inevitable that the battle 
of free silver will have to be fought over 
again two years later. Looking at the mat- 
ter at the present moment it is not surprising 
that the Democratic revival should unfavor- 
ably affect the New York Stock Exchange 
and should induce very general fear among 
investors. We shall witness befcre very 
long a great uprising of the silverites.’

Prince Henry Buried at Sea. 

When Prince Henry of Battenberg died on 
a British warship off the west coast of 
Africa it will be remembered it was stated 
the embalming process had to be abandoned 
owing to the rapid decomposition. Conse- 
quently the casket was not opened on its dr- 
rival in England. I now hear from a reliable 
source that the widowed Princess Beatrice 


recently received information that the body 


of her husband was not only not embalmed 
but actually buried at sea, and that the 
casket brought home and interred with such 
pomp and ceremony at Whittingham Church 
was empty. This seemingly incredible tale

have the casket opened to set her doubts at 
rest. Queen Victoria, however, refused to 
consent to this course. This refusal has 
greatly strengthened the belief prevalent in 
the Isle of Wight that Prince Henry’s body 
is not in the vault of Whittingham Church 
at all, but long since became food for fishes 
in the ocean. The story of burial at sea 
originated with sailors on board the warship 
on which Prince Henry died. 


Boycotting of American Bicycles. 

The boycotting of’ American machines at 
the national cycle show to be held this 
month at Crystal Palace has commended 
itself so little to cycling sentiment that Mr. 
Peach, secretary of the national show, has 
been trying to explain away the action of his 
executive. He now says the refusal to grant 
space to American exhibiters was merely 
due to a want of room. This excuse is re- 
garded as simply grotesque. American ex- 
hibiters have been none too well treated 
even at the Stanley show, which opens at 
Agricultural Hall, Islington, next week. 
Though they have not been excluded entire- 
ly, they have been accorded less space than 
at any preceding Stanley show. The action 
of these shows, which are controlled by 
English manufacturers, is merely inter 
preted by cyclists generally as proving the 
hollowness of the incessant protestations of 
English manufacturers that they fear noth- 
ing from American competition. The boy- 
cott has operated rather as an advertise- 
ment for American wheels than otherwise, 
and there is a movement among American 
firms in London to organize a show of their 
own at Westminster Aquarium. 


Contrast of the Greater Cities. 

A very interesting comparison between 
Greater New York and Greater London is 
published this week by a local government 
journal. It says Greater London its double 
the size of Greater New York and has more 
than twice as many policemen, but only 


half the number of firemen. There are four. 


times as many scholars in Greater London's 
public schools, but only 25 per cent more 
teachers. London has more public libraries 
but not as many in proportion to her popu- 
lation, while she has only half as many hos- 
pitals as New York. There are nine more 
cemeteries in New York, where a church or 
chapel is provided for every 3,000 persons, 
while in London one is provided for only 
every 4,000.. London's municipal debt is 35 
per cent less per head of popuiution than 
New York's. In New York organized chur- 
ity relieves one family in every 200, while in 
London one family out of forty-five is re- 
lieved by charity. In point of crime, espe- 
cially housebreaking, New York is worse off 
than London, the latter having only about 
100 more cases with double the population.

There is no doubt that Brit- 
ish supremacy in Central Africa is serious- 
ly threatened by the French, whose uninis- 
takable intention is to draw a horizontal 
line across the Soudan and cut off direct 
communication between Egypt and the Brit- 
ish possessions in the’ center and south of 
Africa, and the knowledge that Great Brit- 
ain is resting on her oars will cause them 
to redouble their energies.

And when 
letters come to me like one I had today, writ- 
ten on a drumhead at Fort Lockhart, where 
they are fighting the Indians, thanking me 
for the pleasure my work has- given the 
writer, and when I think of the many friends 
worth knowing I have met throughout the 
world whom I would not have known under 
other circumstances, I am sure that the 
compensations of the profession outweigh 
its trials.”’ 


SHOOTING EPIDEMIC IN LONDON 


Police Court Records Now Read Like 


a Chapter from the Old Days 
at Deadwood. 


London, Nov. 6.-——The recent police records 


of the East End of London read like the old 


days of Deadwood, Dakota. Revolver shoot- 
ings have occurred almost daily, ond on 
Wednesday there were no less then four 
committals to trial for crimes of that de- 
scription. One was the case of a boy who 
had killed a girl, another was of a youth 
who seriously wounded a woman, in a third 
a man shot his mistress, and the fourth epi- 
sode was that of a boy who discharged a 
revolver in the pit of a music hall, Earlier 
in the week a boy of 15 was shot by a gang 
of youngsters because he refused to fight, 
and on Monday a bullet crashed through a 
watchmaker’s store, narrowly missing the 
proprietor. The Royal Free Hospital re- 
cently had ten patients suffering from bullet 
wounds. In short, the possession of re- 
volvers is now so common in the East End 
that residents of that district appeal daily 
to the magistrates and police for the adup- 
tion of measures to put an end to lawless- 
ness. 


GERMANS BEATEN BY CHINESE. 


Minister Is Insulted and Stones Are 
Thrown at the Imperial Flag 
by Rioters. 


London, Nov. 6.—A special dispatch from 
Shanghai received today says that the Ger- 
man Minister to China and the Captain of 
the German gunboat Cormorant have been 
attacked by a mob at Wu-Chang, a large 
city in the Province of Hoo-Pee, Toeaess 
Kiang River. The rioters are also reported 
to have stoned the German flag and te have 
insulted. the Minister; the latter, the dis- 
patch concludes, has demanded the punish- 
ment of the offenders. 

Berlin, Nov. 6.—The news of the attack 
upon the German mission at Yen Chufu, in 
the southern part of the Chinese Province 
of Shang Tung, has been officially confirmed. 
The Rhenish missionaries, Nies and Hennle, 
were killed, Zeigler is missing, and Steng 
escaped. The German government has of- 
dered that the necessary measures be taken 
at Pekin to obtain redress for the outrage. 


Great Britain Is Cynical. 

Lon@on, Noy. 6.—The British officials rc- 
gard the prompt agreement arrived at be- 
tween the United States, Russia, and Japan, 
providing for a temporary suspension of 
pelagic: sealing, as a vindication of their

Berlin, Nov. 6.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Assotiated Press.J—Emperor William of 
Germany spent the fore part of the week at 
LAebenberg, the estate of the Eulenbergs, 
where he was splendidly enfertained by 
Count Philip von Eulenberg, who has for a 
long time past been a great favorite of his 
Majesty. On Monday after their return 
from the hunt there was a banquet, during 
which an invisible choir of youthful voices 
sang, one after the other, the songs com- 
posed by the Emperor, with a text written 
by his host. A string orchestra of picked 
performers, specially sent from Berlin, fur- 
nished a low accompaniment. The Em- 
peror was in great spirits, and proposed a 
toast in impromptu rhyme. 

The Emperor and Empress on Wedresday 
attended the annual St. Hubertus hunt in 
the Grunewald. During the afternoon a big 
wild boar, after having been hunted for 
ever an hour and having swam through the 
lake in the forest, was approached by a 
group of riders, among whom were their 
Majesties. The animal having spent its 
strength, clumsily rolled about the ground 
and finally rolled under the hoofs of the Em- 
peror’s horse, which thereupon bolted. His 
Majesty, however, finally stopped his steed, 
dismounted, and speared the boar. 

A church which will be dedicated on Mon- 
day at Wilmersdorf, a suburb of this city, 
has been built after the plans of the royal 
architect, considerably modified by the Em- 
peror. In fact, the architect admits that 
nearly every plan sabmitted to his Majesty 
is largely changed. 

Emperor William is devoting much of his 
time to the study of Nussian. The letter 
which he wrote to the Czar during the lat- 
ter’s stay at Darmstadt was in excellent 
Russian. 


Book Makes a Sensation. 

A book written by a former Judge‘of the 
Imperial Court, Herr Otto Mittelstaedt, has 
appeared under the title of “ Before the 
Flood,” and creates a sensation. It crit- 
icises in detail the political development of 
Germany under the present Emperor, and 
uses Vigorous, plain language in condemn- 
ing his Majesty’s meddling in every sphere 
of the government. It also blames the 
Ministers and the higher classes for their 
reactionary views and lack of constitu- 
tional moderation. The book has started 
a storm of press criticism, commendatory 
and adverse.

This he offered 
to present Queen Victoria, who replied that 
only on two occasions had she accepted 
presents from a commoner, and she did not 
see her way to accept the bed. ‘* However, 
it was a very pleasant letter. very pleasant,”’ 
said Mr. Johnstone, who added that the 
luke of Argyll had promised to come and 
sleep in the bed as soon as thé matter could 
Le arranged.

London, Nov. 6.—{[{Copyright, 1897, by 
New York Post.]—A great shout of triumph 
has gone up this week over the announce- 
ment that the French troops have retired 
before the British force from the Lagos 
Hinterland. If the French did occupy south 
of the ninth dégree of latitude they clearly 
violated the convention of 1800, but the evi- 
dence of such occupation is most meager. 
The idea in well-informed circles rather is 
that they were simply passing through a 
short cut from Dahomey to the middle Niger 
region, which is still in dispute. No doubt 
the mere passage of the French troops 
through British territory, if it took place, 
was an unwarranted proceeding, which the 
French admit by their immediate withdraw- 
al; but nobody yet seems certain that the 
French were within defined British terri- 
tory. They may have been above the ninth 
parallel, and the commission sitting in Paris 
has yet to decide how far that territory is 
British or French. 

Under Secretary Lord Sellborn’s an- 
nouncements of the government’s policy 
will have the effect of throwing the Royal 
Niger company’s territories open to all 
traders. This is taken to foreshadow a more 
direct imperial rule in the Niger country. 
Even Sir George Goldie, President of the 
Niger company, admits that the French ad- 
vance makes the present Chartered compa- 
ny’s rule inadequate. The company may be 


bought out, or made an imperial, adminis-— 


trative, non-trading body, as the Kast India 
company was during the last twenty-five 
years ofits life. This is Mr. Chamberlain's 
note in West African policy. His public 
speeches this week, all insisting with striking 
emphasis upon new markets and imperial- 
ism as England’s great hope, show that he 
means business, and suggest, also, that he 
carries the Cabinet with him, in the face of 
Lord Salisbury’s natural disinclination for 
* pushfuiness”’ in foreign affairs. It is 
needless to add that in the present suscepti- 
ble state of French feeling this policy in 
West Africa needs most cautious, handling 
if serious friction is to be avoided. 


Delay in the Soudan. 


Emboldened by their apparent success in 
Nigerland, the forward section of the minis- 
terial party is now busy prodding Lord Salis- 
bury ahead in Egypt. The Morning Post, a 
faithful organ of aristocratic toryism, comes 
out with a double-leaded, first-column edi- 
torial, demanding, in accents of high indig- 
nation: 


Is the Soudan expedition abandoned for another 
year? Just when the river is free, a rafiroad made 
to Aba-Mamid, the road from Suakim to Berter 
open, and the time of year propitious for making 


good the British position at Khartoum, a baneful. 


hesitation sets in. The moral influénsa which 
Paralyzes statesmen is the curse of constitutional 
government. 

This note of alarm is taken up by other 
journals. If, as is rumored, military jeal- 
ousies and financial scruples in Cairo and 
London are the real causes of the present in- 
action, they probably will be swept aside in 
the present fever of imperialism, for HNur- 
land's hand is very determinedly set just 
now upon the dark continent, north, east, 
and south. How complete is the imperia! 
codperation in Cecil Rhodes’ schemes in the 
south is shown by the Buluwayo railway 
opening incidents of this weck and the ap- 
proving English comments. 


Expects Spain to Fight. 

Yesterday's scare in Wall street, though it 
was refiected in the stock market here, 
leaves political circles unmoved. No lead- 
ing journal comments on it. Nevertheless, 
there is a general uncomfortable feeling, de- 
spite Ambassador White's recent comforta- 
ble assurances from Berlin, that things are 
drifting in a way highly dangerous to 
peace. The Spectator today, in an article 
written before the Wall street excitement, 
argues out its long-held belief that the first 
shot fired in anger between civilized States 
will be between America and Spain. It 
points to Spain’s financial and political dim- 
culties and the ominous movement among 
the Carlists against the Queen Regent’s 
government. War may seem the best way 
out of the otherwise impenetrable jungie 
of hostile circumstances. 


Liberals Are Gaining. 


The resukt of the Middleton election con- 
firms the belief that Liberalism is in the 
ascendant, A Conservative majority of 865 
at the last election was turned into a Liberal 
majority of 300. Twenty-one by-elections 
since the general election have resulted in 
thirteen Conservatives and eight Liberals 
being replaced by thirteen Liberals and 
eight Conservatives, While the total polls 
show a Conservative majority of 5 771 in 
these . twenty-one constituencies trans- 
formed in. two years into a Liberal majority 
of 6.284 a4 

The Conservative journals have been 
searching everywhere for explanations of 
‘“A craze for bimetal- 
lism,” says thé Times, Middleton being in 
Lancashire, the bimetallists’ only serious 
‘foothold in England. A. more general Tory 
explanation is the general discontent with 
the governmentis wabbling foreign policy. 
The Deptford and Livefpool elections now 
pending will test the feeling in two Tory 
strongholds. The municipal elections this 
week throughout the country also showed 
decisive Liberal gains. 

It is noteworthy that the moment of re- 
turning Liberal hopes also marked Lord 
Rosebery’s open return to public life. His 
Manchester speech on true and false im- 
perialism is the best evidence of his fidelity 
to Liberal principles. Sir William Vérnon 
Harcourt tells the World this week that 
these Liberal victories form the turning 
point In the fortunes of the Liberal cause.

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SEAL TREATY IS SIGNED. 


UNITED STATES, RUSSIA, AND JAPAN

Formaliti¢s Are Gone Through With at 
‘the State Department, but It Re- 
mains for the Senate to Ratify the 
Agreement. Exchanges of Con- 
Sratulations Take Place Between 
the Representatives of the Three 
Governments Concerned. 


Washington, D. C.; Nov. 6.—A convention 
between the United States, Russia, and 
Japan, looking to the joint protection of the 
seals, was signed at the State department 
today. It will require the ratification of the 
Senate to become effective. 

The signature of the treaty ook place in 
the large diplomatic room at tne State ée- 
partment end was attended by the.usual 
formalities. The delegates of the various 
governments assembled at least an hour and 
a half before the hour appointed for the 
formal signature of the doctiment and were 
met by neral Foster. There were some 
preliminaries to be disposed of befure all 
was ready for the signatures and the dele- 
gates were obliged to leave the department 
for short visits to their légations, in order 
to obtain seals and certain papers of au® 
thorization that were necessary 


Copies Signed in Turn. 

Finally at noon all was ready, and, led by 
General Foster, the delegates passed into 
the diplomatic room and took their places at 
the long tables. There were, for the United 
States, Messrs, Foster; Hamlin, and Jordan; 
for Russia, De Wollant, Botkine, and Rout- 
kowsky, and for Japan, Chargé Matsui Fu- 
jiti and Mitsikuri. Secretary Sherman was 
not present, as the government was fully 
represented by its delegates. The creden- 
tials of the parties were read in turn, and 
after the treaty had been carefully in- 
spected the signatures were attached. The 
first signatures were those of Messrs. Fos; 
ter, Hamlin, and Jordan, and the others 
were attached in order, according to the 
particular copy of the document held by the 
delegates. 

There were three copies of this, one for 


of each nation signed their own copy first. 
The sealing of the documents was attended 
to by Mr. De Wollant, the chargé of the 
Russian government, and William Gwynne, 
the latter being an expert in this line, hav- 
ing sealed almost every treaty negotiated 
here since the treaty of Washington. 

With the affixing of the seals in wax the 
formalities concluded, and there was an ex- 
change of congratulations over the consum- 
mation of the work. The text of the treaty 
will not be given out by the State depart- 
ment until final ratifications are exchanged. 
As the ducument must go to the Senate for 
its approval, custom requires that it be 
withheld from publication in this manner. 

It is said by those concerned that the 
general purpo of the treaty have been 
outlined already in the press, and it is 
likely that all further interest that remains 
in the document is the exact nature of the 
additional restrictions that are to be im- 
posed upon pelagic sealing. 

Later in the afternoon the delegates again 
assembled ‘at the State department and 
formally signed the protocols, or records of 
the various phases of the negotiations lead- 
ing up t6 the final agreement. It is is expected 
that the meeting of British and American 
experts will take place nextweék,; according 
to the original program, unless there should 
be some intervention from the British For- 
eign Office, which is not anticipated. Mean- 
while, the British expert, Professor Thomp- 
son, who is now-in Washington, will be ac- 
quainted with what has already been ac- 
complish by the governments of the 
United States, Russia, and Japan and with 
the terms of the treaty. eS

CUBA NOT 70 YIELD. 


DOUBT OF ITS SINCERITY. 


Manifesto Pointing Out the Un- 
fairness. _ 


FIGHT FOR ACTUAL FREEDOM 


New York, Nov. 6.—The new Cuban mani- 
festo is regarded as the most important doc- 
ument ever issued by the Cubans. The man- 
ifesto will be submitted to Cuban colonies 
and Cuban groups all over the world for 
signatures. It is as follows: 

“Nearly three years have elapsed since 
the iniquities and corruption of the Spanish 
administrative policy impelled the people of 
Cuba to launch themselves into a desperate 
war that has been the wonder of the world. 
From the first moment the government of 
Spain inundated our territory with soldiers, 
proclaimed the barbarous rigor of its mar- 
tial law, and determined to drown mm seas of 
blood the legitimate aspirations of the col- 
ony, weary of bribery, monopolies, outrages, 
and dishonor. With frenzied fear amidst 
the acclamations of the entire nation the 
Spanish soldiers have endeavored to make 
of Cuba a desert, strewn with corpses. They 
have laid waste our fields and have killed 
our animals, as if they purposed to stamp 
out all life on our soil. They have butchered 
our unarmed men, even when found pros- 
trate in bed, even when protected by the 
sacred shelter of the hospital. They have 
driven families from their homes and have 
huddled them together in filtby and un- 
wholesome places, in order that hunger and 
pestilence may complete the work of iron 
and fire. 

“Such barbarity has proved ineffectual. 
Cuba has resisted with an indomitable spirit. 
In vain has Spain multiplied her armies, 
ravaged by the lead of the patriots and an- 
nihilated by the rigors of the climate. Spain 
has at last become convinced that she could 
not subdue us by. force and she has uat- 
tempted by deceitful flattery to prolong her 


the support, even though it might be only 
moral, of the European powers, which 
turned a deaf ear to Spain’s petition. She 
then endeavored to gain over by wiles the 
friendship of the United States, offering 
them the exploitation of cur market, but 
she encountered as an insurmountable bar- 
rier the indignation of this great people 
against Spain's horrible policy of extermina- 
tion. It then became necessary for Spain to 
change her method, at least in form, to con- 
cillate in some way the world at large and 
to introduce differences of-opinion and en- 
mity among the ranks of the patriots end 
their supporters.’”’ 


Autonomy Is Rejected. 


The manifesto declares that the political 
reform or autonomy offered to Cuba by the 
Spanish statesmen to be efficacious should 
have been the spontaneous product of the 
national conscience. It says, however, that 
it is but an expedient to which the Madrid 
government has recourse now that it has 
exhausted all the means of violence and 
crime, and adds: 

** No political change can be stable or fruit- 
ful under these conditions. What is granted 
through fear or coercion is withdrawn at the 
earliest opportunity. But, leaving aside 
‘these considerations, which are. so essential, 
the so-called reform is unacceptable to the 
Cubans, because it does not respond to their 
necessities, satisfy their aspirations, or rec- 
ognize the fullness of their rights.. Cuba 


shall obtain the legitimate remuneration for 
her labor, within the general laws that gov- 
ern production and trade, and with respect 
to her special industrial conditions. Her 
political connection with Spain would im- 
pose upon Cuba a fiscal system which would 
render the fulfillment of this essential condi- 
tion an utter impossibility now and for a 
long time to come. Spanish domination 
means, in the first place, and the very least. 
the payment of the interest upon a mon- 
strous debt, the cost of a large army of 
occupation, of a navy, and a bureaucracy, 
whatever may be the term under which it 
will be disguised. 

‘“ The Cuban, no longer willing to suffer 
a foreign guardianship, aspires to govern 
himself. But a Cuban government, sur- 
rounded by Spanish bayonets, watched by a 
Spanish navy, stationed all along the coast 
of our territory, whose laws, if the power of 
legislation be conceded to it, must be ap- 
plied by Spanish tribunals,,and whose rela- 
tions with other countries must run along 
the channels of Spanish diplomacy, would 
not be even the caricature of a’ government. 
The essential rights of a citizen may be sum- 
marized in the full Mberty of suffrage, his 
eligibility without impédiments, and a sys- 
tem of individual guarantees, that shall pro- 
tect him against all usurpation which may 
affect his person, his goods, or his civil ca- 
pacity. So long as there shall exist in Cuba 
a Governor, responsible solely before a dis- 
tant power, sustained by an army of which 
he is Captain General, by an administra- 
tion of justice of which he is the inspirer, and 
by 100,000 resident Spaniards, who regard 
him as their supreme chief, all these priv- 
fleges will be a myth.” 

Reference is made to the example afforded 
by Puerto Rico, where, it is declared, the 
** so-called reforms ’’ granted by Spain only 
served to make more secure the monopoly of 
the petty Spanish minority. The manifesto 
continues: 


Spain Means to Deceive. 


“As already has been observed, Spain pur- 
poses only to deceive the world and to se- 
duce the Cubans, who, guided by the noble 
desire of peace, may not see that this trans- 
action is only a fruitful source of hew 
troubles in the near future. But,Spain has 
understood that in order to give so color 
to her duplicity.she must. find tance 
among some. well-known sons of Cuba. The 
few at Havana who have. lent themselves to 
serve as accomplices of the awful crime of 
the policy symbolfzed by Weyler no longer 
suited her’ purpose. Theifr discredit before 
the eyes oftheir countrymen is altogether 
too manifest. She therefore addressed her- 
self to another small group of Cubans, who 
left their country.in order not to be present 
at its martyrdom, but who did not have 
faith enough in the effort of her sons to 
free their native land from the assassins. 
Two or three of these, it appears, have lent 
themselves to second the wishes of the new 
Spanish cabinet. Their names are men- 
tioned in the character of mediators be- 
tween Spain and the patriots, the object 
being to win over the latter to a discussion 
of their differences. 

“We do not wish to judge the conduct of 
these Cubans, because we do not know 
their motives, and we are obliged to con- 
sider them honorable until the contrary be 
proven to us. But it is important at this 
grave moment, and we deem it a patriotic 
duty, to declare in the most solemn manner

WAR SCARE IS ALL OVER NOW. 


Securities Rapidly Recover Their Lost 
Ground and Values Are Made 
Up Quickly.

The Stock Ex- 
change, Which was thrown into such a 
panic by the mild request of the Chamber of 
Commerce for an increase of the artillery 
force in New York harbor. looked upon the 
bellicose dispatches from Washington this 
afternoon without a tremor. Securities re- 
covered about $10,000,000 of their lost value, 

When the Stock .Exchange opened there 
was no sign of the exciting scenes of the 
day before. The London market had not 
given away to the silly canard which had 
caused the panic in New York, and, strength- 
ened by the foreign cables, securities bezan 
to recover lost ground. 

Mr. James R. Keene, commenting on the 
stock market, said: 

“I think the effect of former Minister 
Hannis Taylor’s remarks, which have as- 
sisted the bears so much, have been fully 
discounted in the market. Conditions in the 
street happened to be ripe for an unfavor- 
able reception of the former diplomativt’s 
remarks. If war with Spuin should result 
from his officious meddiluge the market 
would in my judgment go up rapidly on the 
material increase in railroad and manufac- 
turing business which would immediately 
follow such declaration.’’ *

Tom Cannon of Altgeld’s Adminis-

When the attention of Governor Tanner 
was called to the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal Electric railroad scheme by the story 
which appeared in THE TRIBUNE yesterday 
morning the Governor did a little quiet in- 
vestigating, with the result that he p 
a dampener upon the entire project. In 
other words, Governor Tanner is decidedly 
opposed to the State giving up any portion 
of the canal land for any sort of a railroad 
scheme unless it should be greatly to the 
interest.of the State. 

“The fact is,’’ said Governor Tanner yes- 
terday, *‘1 knew very little about this proj- 
ect until I had my attention called to it by 
the story in THe Trisuner. I confess I can- 
not see anything in it for the State, ang I 
think it would take me a long time to re- 
gard the scheme favorably. Of course the 
matter is in the hands of the Canal com- 
missioners, but it is not likely that they 
would take any action without securing my 
approval. It would have to be a very at- 
tractive proposition for Tilinois before I 
would consent to the scheme.’ 

“Ts it not a fact that the building of an 
electric railroad along the canal would 
arouse great hostility among the railroads, 
which would feel that their territory was 
being invaded?” .« 


Regards Only State Interests. 


“ Yes, that might be true, but the hostility 
of railroads or any other carporatio#® would 
not be taken into consideration in coming to 
a decision. The paramount object would be 
to see that the interests of the State were 
served. If it would be of advantage to the 
State to have such.a railroad:built, I would 
not-care for any opposition that might urize. 
But, as I say, I cannot see where the State 
would gain anything by extending such a 
privilege, and as the proposition stands now 
I am against it.’’ 

It is said that in the proposition which 
was made a year ago to Governor Altgcld's 
Canal commissioners the syndicate, which 
desires to build the electric road connecting 
the various towns along the canal, offered 
to keep’ the canal embankments in order. 
During the last ten years it is said that the 
State has expended fully $300,000 in repair- 
ing the embankments, which are frequently

Tom Cannon’s Story. 


Tom Cannon, formerly Canal commis- 
sioner under Governor Altgeld, said yester- 
day: ‘ This syndicate made the application 
shortly before Governor Altgeld’s term ex- 
pired. The franchise was granted after the 
commissioners had gone over the ground 
thoroughly. They came to the conclusion 
that it would be a good thing for the State. 
The syndicate not only agreed to assume 
the expense of keeping the canal embank- 
ments in repair, but also o to give the 
State $1,500 the first year and a gradually 
increasing amount until the revenue ewmprt 
amount to about $6,000 a year. 

“But Governor Altgeld was opposed to. 
the grant as it was so near the end of his 
term. But of course the railroads will op- 
pose it, as it gives a competitor in the car- 
rying of freight. Such competition, how- 
ever, would not injure the canal’s. business, 
as the stone carried on towboats is trans- 
ported at a rate far below that at which the 
railroads can afford to handle it. TI thought 
at the time that the scheme was a fair one, 
and see no reason why I should change my 
mind.’ 

The Canal commissioners all went home 
on Friday night. The next meeting will 
be held at Lockport, the headquarters of the

Hew Coal Was Probably Formed. 

To M. Fayol, an eminent French engineer, 
ving in charge the coal minés at Com- 
mentry, is Que the theory of the formation 
of coal, claimed to be based on such facts and 
experimente as receive the support of scien- 
tific men-—-the mines in question being partly 
worked in the open air, have rendered it 
easy to observe the relations of the different 
strata making up that region. It appearing 
at first that the pebbles constituting the 
pudding stones were formed of rocks whose 
place of origin was sometimes quite distant, 
and the coal being the result of vegetable 
débris laid down in horizontal layers, one 
above the other, the conclusion arrived at 
from these data assumed that a liquid must 
have been necessary to transport and ar- 
range in this way such different elements— 
coal, therefore, not having been formed in 
the place where now found, but is a product 
of transportation. It is urged that the 
climate of the coal epoch being very moist, 
abundant floods carried away trees and 
whole forests and swept them into iake 
basins, the trees thus forming great rafts of 
logs; the heaviest materials—gravel, sand, 
clays—were deposited in the order of their 
density, the lighter vegetable matter float- 
ing longer and Séing deposited last. This, it 
is thought, explains why the layers of earth 
and coal are not parallel, and why all those 
layers, as has been observed in deltas, are 
inclined {in the same direction and at differ- 
ent angles.

WILL BECOME NATIONAL BANKS 


Large Institutions of San Francisco 
Will Take Federal Charters in 
a Few Weeks. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 6—Two of the 
largest banks in this city are about to ex- 
change their State for national charters. 
On Dec. 1 the Sather Banking company, one 
of the oldest and best-known, financial insti- 
tutions in the city, organized forty years 
ago, will become the San Francisco National 
Bank, and about the first of the year the 
Nevada Bank, so long identified with the 
fortunes of the bonanza kings—Flood, Fair, 
Mackay, and O’Brien—will become the Ne- 
vada National Bank, 

The San Francisco National Bank will 
have a capital of $500,000, Under the new 
charter the Nevada National Bank will re- 
tain its present capitalization of $8,000,000, 
said to be the largest capital of any nattona! 
west of New York, except the First National 
of Chicago. 

Under the new charters there will be no 
change in the directorates or officers of 
either bank. It is said that other large 
commercial banks in this city are about 
to follow the example of these two institu-

“School principals are notified to advise 
me at once if any unwholesome devices are 
found in shops near their schools,” said 
Superintendent Lane. “ Then I make a re- 
port to the police and they investigate. If 


_ they find gambling devices they remove 


them. I do not believe there are any ma- 
chines in the regular school book shops. 
There may be some in the smaller opposi- 
tion stores. I am ready at all times to re-

“school stores,” six in number, all con- 
tained various gambling devices when in- 
spected on Friday. Two of them, at 
least, made a feature of “The Honest 
Race” enterprise and took many a penny 
from the pupils during the week. 

“The Honest Race” involves a vari- 
colored wheel revdlving horizontally on a 
table and resembling in crude fashion the 
roulette wheel. At certain points near the 
edge of the disk are little figures of horses 
in various colors. When the small boys 
bet, two of them will place their pennies 

‘on two certain horses of different color. If 
by any chance the whirling wheel should 
stop when the horse, backed by one of the 
boys, is opposite the arrow, that boy takes 
the other’s penny. If, however, chance 
brings it to a stop at a “ blank,” a far more 
likely case, then the two pennies go into the 
shopkeeper’s coffers. - 

Next Is“ The Fairest Wheel.” 

Next to “ The Honest Race” in training 
boys and girls in the gambling habit is “‘ The 
Fairest Wheel.” This is a great favorite 
of the children becanse they never lose any- 
thing, but stand a show of making 2 cents 
or even 5 cents on an investment of 1 cent. 

“The Fairest Wheel” is made of oak, 
glass, and metal, It has a base and stand- 
ard much like those used on school globes. 

Where the spherical form rests in the globe 


: 


apparatus is a disk behind a sheet of cir- 
colar glass, On this disk are forty-five num- 
bers, each mar by a line that radiates 
from the cen and terminates in two up- 
right pieces of wire. Of the forty-five num- 
bers forty-two are “ones,” two are “ twos,” 
and one is a “ five.” ‘The “ ones” calls for 
1 cent’s worth of candy, the “twos” for 2 
cents’ worth, and the “five” for 5 cents’

devices for drawing trade was a “ candy 
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IN THE SHADOW OF THE. TIGER.’ 


so “ Candy Wheel Isaac ” fitted up a tiger’s 
lair in a back room off his store. 

According to the evidence before Justice 
Dooley the “ candy wheel ”. was moved into 
this lair and served the purpose’ of a rou- 
lette wheel. The proprietor invited the boys 
to play. When they did not rally in suffi- 
cient numbers he went out into the by ways 
and highways and gathered them in. Since 
the boys were green at out-and-out gam- 
bling Kroschinsky taught them craps and: 
poker. The infection was powerful. Gam- 
ing became a childish fad in the neighbor- 
hood. Especially on Saturday nights the 
den was filled with youngsters from 8 years 
old up. It is said as many as thirty have 
been in the place at once playing games of 
chance or looking on. 


Profits for the House. 

The profit became comparatively large., 
It amounted to one cent for each boy play- 
ing poker. In crap games, when the stake . 
was. twenty-five cents or more, the house 
had a rakeoff of five cents; if less than a 
quarter, two cents, The terms empluyed

worth. ‘The wheel or disk is operated by 
dropping a tent into a slot at the upper 
right edge of the machine. As it turns a 
rubber tip hits each piece of wire. Finally 
it stops with the rubber between two wires, 
pointing toa number. The practical impos- 
sibility for a child to get more than 1 cent’s 
worth of candy is apparent. But the harm 
in the device is that it whets their desire to 
get 2 cents’ worth or 5 cents’ worth; and 
the player drops penny after penny into the 
voracious slot in an impatient and generally 
unrewarded pursuit of the larger sums. 

A sample “ Fairest Wheel ” is running at 
1941 Clark street in a bakery, candy store, 
and newsstand kept by one Paeske. 

A reporter for Tux Sunpayr TRiIsune 
was guided to it by a crowd of schoolboys 
in knickerbockers whom: he met in the 
Sheridan road hard by playing with their 
tops. 

These little people were out of sorts with 
the wheel. They had “ bucked the tiger % 
in this form time and again in the hope 
of getting more than 1 cent’s worth of stuff. 
They had heard of cases where 5 and 2 cent 
winnings had been made, but with forty- 
two out of forty-five in favor of 1 cent, they 


she replied. “ We take every precaution 
to prevent anything that has a tendency 
that way. We have notified candy dcalers 
near by that they must not even allow the 
children to congregate in their stores. Such 
conduct allows the pupils to talk and gain 
liberties that are destructive of discipline.” 

“The Fairest Wheel” is some distance 
from the Louis Nettelhorst School, but in 
Aldine avenue, just back ‘of the big brick 
building, is a suspicious looking device in 
Fisher's candy store. It resembles the old- 
fashioned slot machines in which the coin 
dances its way between: projecting wires 
into a cash box at the bottom. This affair 
is made of pasteboard and has a glass frent. 
Over the top is a legend essentially like

At the bottom, where the cent enters the 
cash box, are numbers, and in the show- 


Aside froma 
card slot device for older patrons, there isa 
novel wheel which, like ‘“ The Fairest 
Wheel,” never fails to give a cent’s worth 
of candy to the patron, but for the ex- 
penditure of a cent it holds out the chance 
of returning 2, 3, 4, and 5 cents’ worth of 
goods. 

This apparatus is shaped like a large col- 
lar box witha lever on the side and a slot for 
pennies at the top. A wheel with fluted 
edges sets within and the sides of the box 
slope gently toward it. Three steel bulls, 
about the size of those used for bicycle 
bearings, fit into the flutings on this wheel; 
and each indentation is lettered, “ AA,” 
“ BB,” “ XX,” ete. By pressing the lever 
the wheel is sent whirling. The bails are 
flung out on the sloping edge, gradually 
finding their way back to the wheel... When 
the rotation ceases the balls settle azain 
into the notches. The player wins accord- 
ing to’ the lettering on the notches where 
the balls rest after the whirl. Of course,

The telephone improve- 
ments, however, are a local invention, being 
made by Milo G. Kellogg of this city, the 
man who is the. original designer of the 
multipleeswitchboard systern now in ase in 
all the cities of the country. The work 
of thesé two men for the last few years, now 
just made public, promises another great 
advance in the fight which humanity is 
waging to overcome the limitations of time 


long distance lines by the machine, but also 
printed or written matter can be transmit- 
ted‘and reproduced at a distant point as 
accurately and as easily as in the case of 
pictures. The inventor believes that under 
practically. the same method as employed 
in the present machine an entire matrix or 
a full page of a newspaper or book, when 
properly prepared, can. be placed upon an 
enlarged cylinder and re auto- 
matically by wire at distant points in print- 
ed form as successfully as pictures are sent. 
In fact, he has already experimented on this 
branch of work sufficiently to convince him 
that it is entirely f ble, and he-has al- 
ready applied for letters patent covering the 
transmission of. printed or writfen matter as 
well as that of his photo-telegraphic process.

Piece of Indian Audacity.

Red Corifidence Man. 


American Horse of the Ogallalas always 
impressed army officers as a red confidence 
man, and confidence men, as everybody 
knows, can cry when it is necessary. That 
is why American Horse is a crafty Indian. 
And that is why, too, the grim ghost dancer 
rode between two walls of soldiers to take 
the old man’s life. The hostiles were ad- 
vised that American Horse, whom they 
called an *‘ old woman,’’ was weak enough 
to turn traitor to his tribesmen. 

The story of ‘Red Star, a Lieutenant in 
Chief Sword’s command of Indian police 
at Pine Ridge, was one of the most pathetic 
of the war. When Big Foot broke away 
from Sitting Bull’s band, after the latter’s 
rout and death near Standing Rock, a wom- 
an with three children, who were on a visit 
to the Uncompaghres, joined the somewhat 
aimless flight of the big, fat chieftain, who 
was so soon. to meet death in the frightful 
conflict with the troopers of the Seventh 
Cavalry at Wounded Knee.

POINT. 

A week ago last night Governor Tanner 
was present by invitation at the monthly 
dinner of the Commercial club of Chicago. 
It is ‘an organization composed of prominent 
representatives of all the leading industries 
of Chicago, He was invited to listen toa 
discussion of the great necessity for a new 
assessment law for Chicago. 

This city, with a population equal to that 


of seventy average Illinois counties, hes 


only seven Assessors to value the property 
withiu its limits. 

One of.these Assessors has to value all 
the property in the great West Town, which 
has a population equal to twenty-five to 
thirty counties like the Governor’s home 
county of Clay. The South Town, with 
its one. Assessor and great assets to value, 
has the population of fifteen to twenty 
average counties. North Chicago, Hyde 
Park, Lake, and Lake View- have the pop- 
ulation of seven or eight average [IIli- 
nois counties, yet each Assesscr has only 
sixty days in which to do his immense 
work. That is equivalent to valuing all 
the property In an average county in two 
or threedays. Itcannot be done in Chicago 
in any such time with any appreach to ex- 
actness or fairness. 

Absolute inability to make fair assesr- 
ments in Chicago under the existing law has 
led to very defective and to fraudulent as- 
sessments and gross inequalities in indi- 
vidual taxation. To remedy these evils the 
Commercial club wants the law changed 
and reformed. And only at a special sea- 
sion called for that purpose could it be 
hoped to haveitdone. It was expected that 
the Governor would be impressed by the 
powerful facts that were presented to him 
at the meeting he was invited to attend. 

He made a speech—a very long one— 
but he barely alluded to the all-important 
topic his. hosts had at heart. He devoted 
himself almost exclusively to violent tirade 
against the Chicago daily newspapers, with 
the exception of his personal organ. He 
read from .manuscript the abusive screed 
which he had prepared. 

On the following Tuesday Tue Trisune, 
after having studied Tanner’s remarkable 
harangue, gave the real reasons why he had 
delivered it and why he had assailed the 
Chicago papers—-with the one exception— 
so vehemently.. The reason was that they 
had criticised the Allen bill before it passed 
the Législature, and had criticised him 
after he hdd signed it for so doing. The 
Governor well knows these are the naked 
facts of the case. 

Tus TRIBUNE, as one of the Chicago 
daily papers, proceeded to show what the 
Allen law actually was and how it might 
be used to rob the city out of over three 
millions a year, or more than sixty millions 
during its first twenty years, while the 
street railways were charging five cents a 
ride on their cars. 

The traction companies Pi ar first 
to have the Humphrey bill. passed,. which 
would have extended for fifty years their 
enormously valuable franchises, Failing 
in that daring scheme of plunder they in- 
duced the General Assembly to adopt the 


Allen bill, which was almost as bad, which . 


the Governor signdd. 

Under that measure the present boodling 
Councilf not elected on the street railroad 
issue but before the passage of the Allen 
bill—a Council which the Governor believed 
when he signed the bill was corrupt and 
purchasable—can extend the franchises of 
the traction companies for fifty years, and 
not make them pay a cent of license fee for 
the use of sixteen or more feet in the center 
of 600 miles of Chicago streets. During 
the first twenty years of that long period 
they are allowed to collect 5 cents on every 
fare, regardless of the fact the cost is hardly 
half that now, and will each year grow less. 

Tue Tritune pointed out last Tuesday, 
as it had done on many previous occasions, 
that the companies can afford to pay the 
city for their great and invaluable fran- 
chises cne cent per passenger, which: on 
last year’s earnings would yield the city 
three million dollars a year, or sixty mil- 
lions in the twenty years of high charges 
per ride. 

The official published statements of the 
companies themselves for last year give 
evidence that after paying operating ex- 
penses and large dividends on capital in- 
vested, largely “ water,” they can afford to 
pay that sum tto the city for the monopoly 
use of 600 to 700 miles of its most populous 
thoroughfares. 

Under the franchises extended by a bood- 
ling Council by virtue of the Allen law, the 
companies will pay a mete trifle at the 
most to the city. Then during the first 
twenty years when 6-cent fares are col- 
lected the city will be the loser of at least 
60 million of revenue in the aggregate. It 
was these facts and considerations which 
caused. Tue Tripune to censure the Gov- 
ernor for signing the Allen law. Was it 


| not justified in doing so? We assume that 


the reasons which impelled the criticisms 
of Governor Tanner by the ‘other papers 


; were of like character for signing the bill.

They 
resorted to the coujmon trick of pettifog- 
gers of dodging the actual point at issue 
ang inventing false and wholly irrelevant 
charges against the other side. 

Therefore the subservient henchmen in- 
vented tor him these assertions that the

BO8S GORMAN’S DOWNFALL. 

Senator Gorman has reached the end of 
his rope at Jast. March 4, 1899, he will 
have to leave the Senate, w hone he has been 
banefully influential so long. Nothing can 
save ‘him, for the Republicans cannot be 
deprived of theirmajority in the Maryland 
Legislature.’ . 

If men were moderate.in their desires 
Gorman would not take his defeat to 
heart, for he has had all be is entitled to. 
Since 1852, when he was cnly 18 years old, 
he has been continually in office. As page 
and postmaster he was in the employ of 
the Senate for fourteen years. During the 
last seventeen years he has been Senator. 
During almost all the intervening period he 
was a member of the Maryland Legislature. 

He has managed to accumulate during 
his twenty-five years of public life a fortune 
of about a million dollars. That is more 
than ten times.as much as he has received 
in the shape of salary during that entire 
period. He has shown himself so good a 
business-man that there need be no fear of 
his coming te want after his name has been 
dropped from the government pay-roll. 

For many years after his first election to 
the Senate Gorman was the boss of Mary- 
land. He did not owe this position to 
stdtesmanlike qualities, to eloquence, or to 
“magnetism.” He attained it by getting 
control of the party machinery. He re- 
tained it by keeping a tight grip on that 
machinery. That gave him control of his 
own party. Any danger of interference 
with his arrangements by the Republicans 
was averted by the contro] of the election 
machinery by his friends. The frauds con- 
tinually perpetrated in Baltimore alone 
made it impossible for the Republicans to 
carry the State. 

Gorman’s colleagues were his creatures 
picked out by him. So he had always two 
votes in the Senate, and thus had increased 
power to shape legislation in the manner 
most acceptable to the trusts—as in the 
case of ‘the sugar trust when the Wilson 
tariff law was under consideration. 

Gorman fancied that his power could not 
be broken: But some of the decent Dem- 
ocrats rebelled. They coéperated with the 
Republicans.in the enactment of a decent 
election law. That was the first step to- 
wards Gorman’s overthrow, for his helpers 
in Baltimore City were no longer able to 
roll up, fraudulent majorities at will, 

Then came the Democratic defeats in 
Maryland in 1895 and 1596. Last year 
Gorman supported Bryan and the Chicago 
platform. Thatdid not tend to pacify those 
Democrats who were weary of his dom- 
ination, and they did not exert themselves 
this year to help him to retain his scat in 
the Senate.

RIGHTING A GREAT WRONG. 

The first gun in what is destined to be a 
determined battle for the preservation of 
the business interests of the country was 
fired at the Union League club Friday, the 
occasion being a luncheon given by the ex- 
ecutive officers of the National Association 
of Merchants and Travelers, which has 
placed itself fairly and squarely on record 
as opposed to the past and present workings 
of the interstate commerce law. The ini- 
tial theeting of the association in the cam- 
paign it has begun to wage against an out- 
rage on the commerce of many communities 
was attended by representatives of nearly 
every business house which is a factor in the 
wholesale trade of the city, and also by rep- 
resentatives of leading railway lines which 
are fully in accord and working in codpera- 
tion with the association. One of the results 
of the meeting was the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the National Association of 
Merchants and Travelers urge upon Congress 
prompt legisiation in conformity with the re- 
peated recommendations of te Interstate Com- 


merce commission, and especiuily to pass without 
Gelay what is known as the anti-scalping bill. 


This resolution makes apparent the gact 
that the most pronounced evils from which 
the commercial and railway interests of 
the country suffer are, respectively, the im- 
perfections of the interstate commerce bill 
and the operations of the ticket scalper. In 
thus locating the cause of many of their 
financial ills both the business and railroad 
men have without doubt made a correct 
diagnosis, and in an attempt to secure 
needed relief are unquestionably entitled 
to the use of such proper influences as may 
be brought to bear through Congress or 
elsewhere. The weak feature of the inter- 
state commerce law has always been the 
fact that the commission could only make 
recommendations along the line of correct- 
ing commercial evils, being wholly with- 
out power to enforce the same. And when 
the railroad corporations of the country ask 
for the abolishment. of ticket ecalping it 
may safely be concluded the interest beat 
qualified to judge has finally decided the 
ubiquitous ticket .scalper is a nuisance 
which should be ubated, and the authority 
to arrive at this conclu 
questioned. bic adi cases i" 

So far as the desires and fatentions of the | 
business-men ‘have materialized there is 
nothing unreasonable in them, * The cause 
espoused by the association is an altogether 
just and meritorious one and should suc- 
ceed.

DR. GOODWIN’S LONG MINISTRY. 

It will be just thirty years the first of Jan- 
uary next since the Rey. Dr. E. P. Good- 
win became pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of this city. His resignation 
oh account of broken health is a matter of 
public interest. There is, we believe, only 
one other clergyman here who has been 
pastor of the same church for so long a 
period, Bishop Charles E. Cheney came a 
year or two earlier. A large majority of 
the churches now in Chicago had not at that 
time come into existence. 

Chicago is regarded as an exacting place 
for preachers. It takes a man of uncom- 
mon resource, power, and adaptability to 
meet, fgr so long a period, all the varied and 
drastic duties imposed upon him. So many 
things are new, there is no end to the things 
that have to be newly thought of and done. 
So many changes are constantly taking 
place, it is much like preaching to a pro- 
cession. With such variety of tastes among 
a people as yet only imperfectly harmon- 
ized and used to each other, it takes a per- 
son of commanding ability to hold them 
together... And with so many distracting 
calls for special services, pressed upon a cler- 
gyman of eloquence and popular gifts, the 
overstrain must be a continual peril to 
health, besides making it next to impos- 
sible to command the time for the neces- 
sary studies and preparation. Dr. Good- 
win, though now constrained by ill health 
to lay off his burdens, has evidently been 
a man of extraordinary vitality and force, 
as well as rare gifts for popular address. 
He has always been a great deal more than 
a mere preacher. 

His church has been one of the historic 
churches of the city. It has been muvre 
widely known, East and West, than al- 
most any other. It has been a center of en- 
terprises and influences that have had to do 
not only with its immediate parish, but with 
nearly all the educational and other higher 
interests of this city and county. At its 
origin, under the especial lead of the late 
Philo Carpenter, it was known every where 
for its anti-slavery stand. During the war, 
when Dr. W. W. Patton was its pastor, 
this First Church was a power in the land 
for freedom and loyalty and the union. 
During the first terrible weeks following 
the great fire its church edifice was freely 
given over to public municipal uses and 
made the rallying point for the general aid 
and relief of those left temporarily desti- 
tute. Those who were here at the time are 
not likely to forget the scenes when so 
many thousands of men and women formed 
in line at its doors waiting for the distriba- 
tion of food. 

Moreover, throughout this long ministry 
of Dr. Goodwin there has been nothing 
more characteristic of the Chicago enter- 
prise than the way this church has main- 
tained missions on every side and helped 
dozens of other churches on to their feet, 
each of them to become in its turn a new 
social settlement in its particular local- 
ity. When the Pan-Congregational Coun- 
cil met in Lon@on in 1891 Dr. Goodsvin was 
hohored with the distinction of being 
chosen to preach the opening sermon. Al- 
though he has always been pretty apt to 
hold his beliefs with no little integrity of 
conviction, the largeness and warmth of 
his unselfish impulses and sympathies have 
won for him a peculiar respect and affec- 
tion. And so it is, those who have had 
leading parts in the making of Chicago 
have been now taken, not from any one 
but from all the various professions and 
legitimate lines of business. 


GENERAL LEE RETURNS TO HAVANA. 
Consul General Lee having started on his 
return to his post at Havana with the as- 
surance from President McKin'ey—as as- 
serted in a Washington dispatch—that 
steps will soon be taken by the administra- 
tion calculated to bring the Cuban war to 
a close, there will be much curiosity to 
know what.thosé steps are to be. It is well 
known that General Lee was greatly dis- 
satisfied with the policy of the Cleveland 
administration and its failure to back up 
his recomniendations for relieving “ recon- 
eentrados ” and protecting the property and 
personal rights of American citizens in the 
island, and it is.said that when he returned 
the United States it was with the firm 
sition to relinquish an official posi- 
tion whieh he had found distasteful on ac- 
¢ount of the barbarities he had been com- 
pelled to witness without the power of 
affording relief. The fact that he has con- 
sented to return, therefore, implies that he 
has redeived some asstirances that he will 
be protected from such indignities and re- 
volting exhibitions in future. 

While the country has unlimited confi- 
dence in G@pneral Lee’s sound judgment and 
fidelity to the interests committed to his 
care as chief diplomatic agent of the United 
States in Cuba—a. confidence born of the 
discretion he has already shown in the same 
capacity—it will await with interest the de 
velopment of the President’s plan for bring- 
ing the war to an end. This, it is inti- 
mated, will be given either in his annual 
message or in a special message promptly 
on the reassembling of Congress in Decem- 
ber. Should the Oe hesnntd ab rola 
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make no difference in the final result, az it. 
is apparent to all sagacious observers that 
Cuba is lost to Spain already. 


SENATOR WOLCOTT AN ANGLOPHOBE. 

A London dispatch announces that “ Sen- 
ator Wolcott, the foremost champion of 
England in the United States Senate, has 
become her bitterest foe,” and has returned 
home “to enter immediately on a canvass 
against Britain in all matters, pending be- 
tween it and the United States,” This 
change of heart is ascribed to “ the turning 
down of his bimetallic scheme by the British 
government.” 

If the statements ‘in this dispatch are cor- 
rect, Senator Woleott is an unreasonable 
mun. The refusal of the British govern- 
ment to comply with his unreasonable “ bi- 
metallic ” demands does not give just cause 
why he should become an Anglophobe. 

For he had no business to expect at any 
time that the demands he proposed to make | 
would be listened to favorably. He must 
have known before he went abroad that in 
England arfi on the continent there existed 
profound disbelief in the ability cf any one 
nation or any number of nations to author- 
ize the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 


16 or 15% to 1 without abandoning the | 


gold standard thereby. But no Buropean 
country tolerates ‘the idea of abandoning 
that standard. | 

The Senator had no right to expect that 
Great Rritain would abandon the system 
of limited silver coinage in India, after it 
has worked so well there, and go back, to 
the great injury of India, to the free coin- 
age system. A return to free coinage fn 
India was asked merely to encourage some 
other nation which wanted to wreck its 
credit by adopting free coinage to go ahead 
and do so. 

Nor has the Senater any right to get in a 
rage because the Bank of Hngland will not 
keep a part of its note reserves in silver, and 
the British government will not call in ita 
gold half sovereigns and substitute silver 
for them. There may be reasons why a 
person should be a professed Anglophobe, 
but these aré not among them. 

Senator Wolcott has ofly himself to 
blame that his mission was utterly barren 
of results. He asked for the impossible. 
He put forward the absurd ratio of 16 to 1 
as the basis of an international bimetallic 
agreement, when he should have suggested 
some such ratio as 39 or 40 to 1. 


SPANISH PRIDE. 
Tue Trisune has already commented 


very fully upon ex-Minister Hannis Tay- , 


lor’s review of the Cuban question pub- 
lished in the current issue of the North 
American Review. There is one portion 
of the article which will admit of a little 
elaboration, however. 

While proving that Spain has shown 
“that it is powefless either to conciliate 
Cuba or to conquer it,” he attributes the 
unwillinghesa to rerognize this fact to that 
feeling of “ national pride ’ which has been 
such a marked characteristic of the Span- 
ish people for centuries in the face of con- 
stantly diminishing territory and declining 
fortunes. With apparently the faintest con- 
ception of what others see clearly, however, 
it is apparently seeking a struggle with the 
United States to furnish a pretext for let- 
ting go what it hes shown itself incapable 
of holding longer, In other words, it is 
looking to the United States to furnish the 
“mattress” on which it may fall without 
bruising its much-vaunted “ national pride,” 
of which we have so much from the Spanish 
press and leaders. 

In pursuing this policy Spain is apparent- 
ly looking toa war that will be “ short, 
sharp, and decisive,” but less costly than 
the one it has been carrying on for nearly 
three years in Onba. It expects that it will 
be fought wholly at sea, and consequently 
that its home population and territory will 
not suffer from invasion. Such a war would 
be comparatively little felt except in the 
matter of expense, and the bankrupt condi- 
tion of its treasury would furnish a good 
pretext for bringing it to an early termina- 
tion. Being a foreign war, conducted at a 
distance from its own shores, there will be 
the better excuse for the failure that it 
knows awaits it. Should its old and worn- 
out navy be captured or destroyed, the loss 
will be comparatively insignificant, while 
stripped of its colonies, and with its terri- 
tory limited to the Buropean continent, it 
will have the less occasion for its use here- 
after. These are apparently the considera- 
tions which are influencing the Spanish 
government in its insané@ policy. 

For the time it is receiving the aid of

Mr. Fiske introduces his subject by chiar 
acterizing the Baconian myth as “ the

theory into a syllogism, the major premise 
of which is that the Shakespeare dramas 
abound in evidences of extraordinary book- 
learning. The minor premise is that Shaks- 
peare could not have possessed much book- 
learning. The ‘coaciusion i# he could not 
have written the plays. The major prem- 
ise Mr. Fiske demelishes—and, of course, 
the rest of the syllogism goes with it—by 
showing conclusively that the plays do not 
abound with evidences of scholarship or 
learning such as is gathered from ‘books, 
and that it is precisely im this respect they 
differ from plays contemporary with them, 
and from the masterpieces of Jonson, and 
Milton, and other distinguished writers of 
that period. He we that in place of 
book-learning Shaksapeare was one of the 
keenest observers that ever lived, and that 
he had to an extraordinary extent the “ in- 
stinctive power of observation and adssiml- 
lation,” and that this power was recognized 
in the writings of Jonson, and Milton, and 
by the editor of Beaumont and Fietcher’s 
plays in 1647. Milton in “ L’Allegro ” ex- 
pressly draws the distinction between Jon- 
son and Shakspeare in the well-known 
lines—

EXPORT TRADE IN. SEPTEMBER. 


Increase in Value of Most Articles Dx- | 
“ported as Compared with 1806. ~ 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 6—The details of}, 
the foreign commerce-of the United Siates 
for September, prepared by the Bureau of 
Statisti make an interesting showing re- 
garding the export trade. There was an in- 
crease in the value of almost every article 
exported, as compared with the figures for 
September, 1896, hops showing 400 per cent 
and eggs 1,300-per cent. A comparison of the 
values of the.principal articles exported in 
the month, with those of September, 1896, is 
given in the following tabie:

bullish. The Missouri report appeared some 
days ago, and the Ohio authorities now 
muke the condition of the crop 51 per cent, 
with the acreage 17 per cent less than a 
year ago.

Brosseau and 
Comstock covered short May wheaj carly 
in the day, and the market was carried up to 
the high point of the ression by buying by 
Lester, whose operations are now generally 
credited to the clique. 

Offerings of wheat were at no time hervy. 
Milmine-Bodman sold some December in 
#mall lots, and during the last half-hour 
Barrett appeared to have considerable De- 
cember to sell. The-market got through the 
calls early, but only a small prcportion of 
these privileges were good at the close. It 
was assumed that the clique had an exten- 
sive line of calls on wheat, as two of its 
representatives were the heavy buyers F'ri- 
day night. Northwestern receipts were 1,108 
cars, or 10 gars less than for the same day 
last week. The receipts at Minneapolis and 
Duluth a year ago were 775 cars. Local 1e- 
ceipts were 139 cars. The ottinspection 
showed withdrawals of 79,000 bu of wheat 
from irregular houses and 146,000 bu from 
licensed elevators. 

The cash market was quiet, with a little 
better demand for samples. Some inquiries 
for shipping lots of No. 2 spring wheat were 
reported. Clearances. were heavy at the 
equivalent of 602,000.bu, against primary 
receipts Of 1,182,000 bu. Galveston cleared 
102,000 bu, iy 


Provisions Dull and Corn Steady. 


Provisions were dull but fairly steady on 
receipts of hogs somewhat below estimate. 
Receipts last week were 178,087, or rather 
less than looked for, against 91,139 a year 
ago. For next week 90,000 are looked for. 
The seven principal markets had 6,000 hogs 
more than a year ago. The fluctuations 
covered the narrowest possible range. There 
is no outside interest whatever, and the 
packers are rather disposed to let the mar- 
ket decline than to support it. They have 
a cash trade that is fully taking care of cur- 
rent production, and a‘dull, heavy provision 
market has a tendency to keep down prices 
of live hogs. 

There was a more active and generally 
broader market in corn than on Friday, over 
which prices closing quotations showed an 
improvement of Kc. Cables were slightly 
higher, but the bulk of the strength came 
from export demand, New York reporting 
Friday's movements at 800,000 bu. Yester- 
day’s Eastern clearances were lighter at 
400,000 bu. Wheat also helped corn consid- 
erably. About the only feature of the pit 
trade was moderate selling by Lartlett- 
Frazier. Carlots ran close to estimates, but 
are estimated to be lighter on Monday. 
Local receipts were 253,000 bu and shipments 
415,000 bu. At primary points receipts were 
453,000. bu and shipments 564,000 bu. There 
were no Argentine shipments during the 
week, whereas during the previous week this 
movement was 140,000 bu. For the corre- 
sponding period a year ago the shipments 
were 976,000 bu. The only crop talk came 
from Qhio, the State _report for November 
saying corn was husking poorly. Samples 
were in fair supply and steady. Sales on 
track and free on board were: No. 3, 25%@ 
26c; No. 2, No. 2 yellow, and No. 3 yellow, 
26%4c; No. 3 white and No. 2 white, 26c; ears, 
2c. Billed through: Ears, 28c.

closed higher to the extent of. the range.

In addition to this Blank made an assign-

Where a principle 
is involved some of the companies make a 
contest to protect employés, bpt as a rule 
discharge is decided upon as the only safe 
guard.

Wo Chance for Explosives. 

ile there is little danger of an attempt 
oe @ safety ¢ t vault, still all the 
precautions are taken that would be if such 
a danger existed. There is absolutely no 
opening in which explosives could be put 
for the destruction of the vaults. In ad- 
dition to the watchmen who are in attend- 
ance about the big vault every night, there 
are half ‘a Gosen watchmen on the second 


or main banking floor who can be reached 


at any moment. Some of these sleep in 
the building, but the watch is maintained 
The entire lighting of the new 
safety deposit vuults is being done by elec- 
‘ricity. ere are electric lights in the 
main vaults, but to prevent the possibility 
of having explosives forced into the open- 
ings the wires are carried in through the 
doors. The same is true of a ventilating 
pipe, which comes in over the brass grill 
work of the east door, The lights inside 
are on a wire which ends on & switch- 
board, and in the morning, when the vaults 
are opened for business, the wire is carried 
in through the open door and attached to 
tnis switch. At night, when the time comes 
for locking the vaults, it is taken out, and 
the interior of the vault is left in absolute 
darkness. 

One of the serious difficulties to be met in 
the building of safety deposit vaults in the 
hosement of a building Is the lack of ven- 
tilation. This has been provided for by 
a system of air fans located in the engine- 
room, which draw in the air, to be reduced

in strong boxes in the basement of the build- 
ing, would have the most difficult task be- 
fore him he would find tn any institution of 
its character in this country or in Europe. 
The Illinois Trust has completed in the base- 
ment of its new bank building the strongest 
as well as. the most modern vaults ever 
constructed. 

The main vault, in which the boxes for 
valuables are located, is exactly in the center 
of the basement of the building. It is 35x 
50 feet in size, and while the ceilings of 
the basement are 10 feet high the interior 
is only 8 feet from floor to ceiling, the re- 
maining two feet being given up to steel 
plates at top and bottom. The safemakers 
who designed and built these vaults say they 
are the strongest ever built, and the massive 
doors which guard the two entrances to 
the vaultroom are the heaviest ever con- 
structed. 

There is a broad flight of marble steps 
leading down from the first floor to the base- 
ment, where thé vaults are located, and 
there is an elevator, which alse connects 
it with the upper floors. At the foot of the 
stairs and at the elevator landing is a small 
room divided from the remainder of the base- 
ment by the grill work of hardened steel, 
with a door or gate at either end which ad- 
mits the visitor to enter the inner court, 
where the offices of the manager are located. 
The bars in the grill are one and one-half 
inches square and a heavy lock protects the 
gate. Inside this grill is a broad passage- 
way leading from one side of the building 
to the other, and beyond this is another grill 
of steel bars of the same sige, which serves 
as another protection for the vault proper. 


Massive Steel Doors. 


The vault is @ntirely detached, so that 
one may “walk entirely around it, and there 
is a door at the east as well as the west 
side. These doors are wonderful pieces of 
mechanism. Hach weighs. ¢leyen tons, but 
it is supported by a steel crane, which in 
turn. works on ball bearings, so that one 
person can easily move this great mass of 
ateel. It is protected by a time lock of im- 
proved mechanism and inside it there is a 
grill work of brass to serve as a further 
protection, Two doors are put on the same 
yault in order that an accident to the 
mechanism of one lock would not close the 
vaults until they could be opened by an 
expert. The -west door will be the one used 
ordinarily. The one at the east, however, 
is of the same weight and strength and it 
can be opened as readily. There is never 
any probability of both doors being locked 
at the same time through the fault of any 
of the mechanism. Guards are mdintained 
at each of the gates in the two grills, which 
separate the entrance from the vaults. 


around the vaults both day and night, so 
it will be impossible for any one to approach 
the gates without giving warning. 

The capacity of the main vault is 30,000 
boxes, but of this number only 5,000 are 
now in place. It will be an easy matter to 
add the additional boxes, however, without 
in any way disturbing the boxes now in. 
These range from small: boxes which rent 
for a low price to immense safes set in the 
wall. Some of them have combination 
locks, but the majority are protected by 
locks having two keys, one of which, the 
.master key, is kept by the attendant, the 
possession of which is necessary to obtain 
access to the box. 


How Patrons Are Identified. 

The men who are in charge of the vaults 
become exceedingly expert in remembering 
the name of each renter, together with the 
number of the box. When a person goes inte 
this or any other safety deposit vault, unless 
he is remembered by the attendant, he must 
give his name and such other facts eas may 
be required for his identification. If he is 
known to the attendant, which he will be be- 
fore he has visited the place a half dozen 
times, the will walk over to one of 
the rows of boxes and put his master key in 
the second jock awaiting the owner, who 
puts his own key in, and the two combined 
unlock the box. .

or carried up to the temporature desired. 
One .of these pipes is carried in through 
the east door of the main vaults, but it is 
jointed so that at night, when the vault 
is to be locked, a portion of it is carried 
away, to be put up again the following 
morning. 

In the construction of these vaults piling 
was driven ‘down in the ground below the 
base of the vault walls. On this cross 
beams of railroad steel built in with cement 
were laid and this alone would be sufficient 
protection in ordinary times. On top ofthis 
the steel plates were laid, and all thoroughly 
riveted together. These are formed by 
four layers of one-inch plates, two of the 
plates being of chrome steel carefully tem- 
pered and tested and absolutely impenetra- 
ble by tools. The other plates are of homo- 
geneous steei, which offers the proper re- 
sistance against explosives. The corners 
and ends of the vault are made absoiutely 
without joints. All the crevices between 
the plates are filled with oil cement, which 
makes the vaults not only air but water 
tight. Where two plates are joined they are 
fitted to each other and fastened by heavy 
bolts. Some idea of the great extent of the 
vaults may be obtained by the statement 
that 95,000 of these rivets were put in the 
safety vaults alone, all of which were heated 
to a white heat and welded in the steel. 

Along the north wall of the basement there 
are three large storage yaults for storing 
bulky valuables, such as silverware. While 
these are strong and well protected they 
will not compare with the safety deposit 
vault for solidity. All of the woodwork is 
in solid mahogany and the floors and wain-« 
scoting are in marble.

Punish Unruly Aldermen. 


Among the choice bits of humor to be 
found is an ordinance authorizing the Coun- 
cil to punish its members for disorderly 
conduct whenever it may be necessary. If 
this were not a dead letter the Council 
wouldn't have a quorum at some meetings 
efter it had singled out the disorderly mem- 
bers.

It seems hardly necessary to speak of the 
gambling laws. Likely you know about 
them, or at least think you do.

But possibly you don’t 
know that shaking dice for the drinks is a 
violation of an ordinance, which takes spe- 
cial cognizance of all games of chance 
played in saloons for money or anything 
having a monetary value. This includes slot

In the matter of the health laws, it may 
surprise you to know that it is your duty 
to report the existence of any contagious 
disease that may cbdimie td your notice. It.is 
not enough for you to swear about the negli 
gence of the health officers in the privacy of 
your own dwelling or criticise the relatives 
and physican of the one who is sick fur not 
giving the proper notice. If the r sign 
is not immediately displayed upon the house 
the law requires that you shall repert_ it 
yourself in-the interest of the general wel- 
fare of the neighborhood and city. These 
health laws also give you a good hoid on 
your butcher and grocer, if you only knew 
it. Every time one of them makesany false 
representation in regard to what he sells you 
he is violating an ordinanée and .making 
himself lable to a finé, There is no record 
of any butcher ever having Deen fined for 
telling a customer that the steak he gave 
him was tender, when {it was teally the 
toughest part of the.rump section, but the 
ordinance is there, just the same.

Every Beggar an Outlaw. 


Street begging is absolutely prohibited; 
so is the exhibition of any deformity upon 
the streets. Thus the beggar who thrusts 
a withered hand in front of you to excite 
sympathy is a twofold offender. But you 
find them on all sides of you. The law is so 
worded that the use of the streets Is prac- 
tically denied to any deformed or crippled 
person, if at all unsightly or offensive to the 
eye, but the police so interpret it that you 
may be accosted at any corner. . 

In theory no garbage wagon may be over- 
loaded, but there are few people who are 
up early in the morning who haven't seen 
them spilling their contents along the 
streets. The drivers probably don’t know 
there is such a law. Neither does any one 
else who is in a position to see that it is 
enforced. The same is true of the ordinance 
relative to smooth glass in a coal hole cover 
or the cover of any 6pening in the sidewalk. 
Nothing is more dangerous, and yet nothing 
igs more common. It may be worth while to 
bear this in mind. The fact that the law 
requires that the owner of the property 
shall see that his coal hole cover has « 
rough surface may effect the measure of 
damages if you ever happen to alip on one that 
has been worn smooth and has not been re- 
placed. However, so far as enforcement 
is concerned, it is one of those paragraphs 
that got into the code somehow and has 
been lost in it ever since. 


Minor Feo] Laws. 


Among other ordinances that are prac- 
tically unknown or unenforced, or both, are 
those prohibiting bears, geese, and jack- 
asses from running at large in the street, 
requiring all signs and displays to be within 
three feet of the building line of the store or 
bullding to which they belong, prohibiting 
the trundling of a wheelbarrow upon the 
sidewalk, requiring that every horse left 


alone must be hitched, prohibiting a horse. 


being offered for sate on the street, prohib- 
iting fortune telling in the parks, prohibit- 
ing a junk dealer or a pawnbroker from 
making purchases from a minor, and pro- 
hibiting the uge of a drum or horn or any- 
thing cf that mature vn the streets without 
a special permit. Some bicyeling clubs are 
notorious offenders of the last mentioned 
ordinance in their parades and club rubs on 
the boulevacds and tn the parks. 

In view of these few examples of the laws 
we have anil the way they are evidently re- 
garded by those whose duty it ig to enforce 
all the laws without discrimination it rould 
seem as if there might be something in the 
claim that we have too much law. There 
certainly ean be no object in Maving so much 
that we can’t even pretend -fo enforce it all; 
and perhaps it wouldn't be a bad thing if our 
municipal codé was filtered. 

It is unquestionably true that every law 
that becomes a dead letter tends to bring 
all other laws into contempt.

WHOLESALE SLAUGHTER OF DEER 

New York Sun: Bétwé@en 250 and 800 deer 
were shot in different parts of Long Island 
on Wednesday. It is estimated that fully 
2,000 hunters beat about the? woods, and 
that any deer are still alive to furnish sport 
for another Wednesday is due to the fact 
that the average sportsman of this region 
doesn’t invariably hit what he shoots at. 
If every shot that was fired had brought 
down the quarry the trains wouldn’t beable 
to bring in the game, and venison would be 
cheaper than pork in the markets. By the 
time the other Wednesdays in the month 
have passed—the Long Island deer season 
consists of Wednesdays in November and 
no other days—some wise persons will come 
along and locate claims for lead mines in 
the places where the wutiate have fallen 
thickest. 

In the neighborhood. of Sayville about 
seventy deer were killed. The incident of the 
day was the attempted abduction by a large 
buck of Dennis Gray, a young hunter with 
considerable local reputation: After bring- 
ing the buck down. with his first shot Gray 
ran over to where it lay, but before he could 
get to it the animal rose. The hunter in- 
stantly jumped at it and seized its antlers. 
So vigorously did the buck shake its head 
that Gray found it expedient to wind his 
legs around its neck and hang on with all 
his strength. This would have done very 
well had the animal remained stationary, 
but instead it bolted for. the woods, to the 
extreme discomfort of Gray, who was 
afraid to drop for fear of being trampled. 
Presently he bethought himself of his knife, 
which. he succeeded in @rawing, and with 
it he cut the animal's throat. . This involved 
a decidedly heavy fall for him, but he dou- 
bled up and rolled and suffered nothing 
worse than a hard shakeup. 

The Fur, Fin, and Feather club got twen- 
ty-one deer. Patchogue hunters and visit- 
ing hunters in that region brought down 
fully seventy-five’ head. Uncle Dan Ho- 
man, the oldest hunter on the island, got 
one and wounded a second .which some 
other hunter brought down. A special train 
to Oakdale carried a large party of hunters 
to the Montauk Point territory, and it is 
estimated that 1,500 hunters were on the 
ground during the day. The few inhabit- 
ants were afraid to venture from their 
houses, and those who were obliged to be 
abroad affected a mode of progress much 
like stalking, running rapidly for a few 
steps, and dropping flat’ upon the ground 
whenever a gun was raised. The Montauk- 
Pointers are talking of a special Thanks- 
givirig service that they all escaped with 
their lives.

You see, women find 
it very natural to look around when any one 
speaks, and at first when I would give a 
command they would all look at me instead 
of straight ahead, as they should have done. 
They did not seem able to grasp the neces- 
sity of obeying the command, and at times 
I thought I never could teachthem.

* attention * is superb. 

“The second difficulty I met with was in 
getting them to keep their hands at their 
sides. It seemed as if every individual girl 
in that company thought each time we 
drilled that her cap was crooked on her head 
or that something was the matter with her 
hair. Up the hands would go in spite of all 
I could say or do; they would be pattin® their 
hair and adjusting their caps whenever they 
had a moment's leisure. I don’t mean to 
say that this was any sign of vanity at all, 
but some things are as natural to women 
as can be, and they cannot be expected to 
break away from them without difficulty.

I still know where they 
are, what they are doing, and now and then 
one comes to me for help ér advice, most 
often for a kind word. I never ask for help, 
but in their case I appealed to the W. C. T. 
U. to furnish some amusement evenings for 
these girls of 14 years. It was such a pity. 
They called a meeting, I think, read a chap- 
ter, and prayed.” The-present clags are all 
young girls from 9 to 16, who go every Sat- 
urday at 2 o’dlock and learn not only sew- 
ing, but the practical things about house- 
keeping in needle work, cooking, and all 
the various home duties. Mrs. Rainey also 
reads to this class and gives them social 
entertainments frequently. A little crip- 
pled boy is also a member of this class. 
The Working Girls’ club, the “ Salama- 
gundi,’’ is composed of fourteen workers in 
the cigar factory, one teacher, their Pres- 
ident, their sisters, and friends. This club 
meets fortnightly. It was organized last 
year and is self-governing.

NCLE SAM sometimes has to do @ 
whole lot of work for two cents. 
When a letter properly stamped 
comes into the hands of the postal 
authorities it is their sworn duty to 
make diligent effort to deliver it to the party 
to whom it is directed as quickly as possible. 
It maybe blindly or wrongly addressed, 
there may be no such person in the city 
where the letter is received, but the postal 
clerks must exhaust ev@éry known means 
for its proper delivery before sending it back 
to the writer or to the dead letter oilice. In 
this way a little envelope bearing a two- 
cent stamp frequently becomes an item of 
considerable expense to the federal govern- 


ment

The entire length of the road as planned is 
hardly forty miles, but as an engineering 
feat the work is a problem of no smal! di- 
mensions. ‘The. summit 6f Mount Sinai is 
far from béing inaccéssible; hundreds of pil-

The construction of the first part of the 
-road—that in the neighborhood of El-Tor— 
offers no great difficulties. From El-Tor to 
the foothills of the mountain the road 


crosses a sandy plain strewn with bowlders 


and broken by outcroppings of the under- 
lying granite. As the foothills are ap- 
proached the difficulties become greater. 
The hills, some of considerable height, are 
separated by deep cuts, commonly dry, at 
times of rain filled with a rushing flood, 
which must be bridged. After leaving the 
comparative level of the plain near the 


. @oast the trip to passengers on the new road 


will seem like a series of jumps from the top 
of one hill to the next, ending with a final 
leap to the top of Sinal. 


Mount Sinai a Desolate Rock. 

* Mount Sinai itself, the high peak farthest 
the southeast on the ridge of anite

It was on Dec. 2, 1895, that-a business-man 
in Rockford, IIL, deposited in the postoffice 
in that city a letter addressed to ** Miss 
Lulu B. Mayo, Ashland avenue, Chicago."’ 
No house number was given, and in this was 
the start of all the trouble which followed. 
In the ordinary course of postal routine the 
letter was first sent to Station D, as thal is 
on the dividing line between North and 
South Ashland avenue. Herea seurch was 
made in the city directory for Miss Mayo’s 


house number, and, as it could not be found, 
the letter was stamped “ liner.” This mark 
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| evidence that he had covered his route and 


failed to find the owner. Besides this each 
man’ through whose hands it pasSed had to 
make an entry of name, date, time, and re- 
sult of search in what is called the log book. 
All this done, the letter was passed on to 
the next station south, where a similar 
routine was gone through, 

In this manner the letter traveled through 
Stations D, H, W,; K, O, P, and 48, covering 
the entire length of the thoroughfare from 
No. 1 at Lake street clear out to 10609, near 
One Hundred and Fifteenth street. By this 
time it was plain Miss Mayo did not live on 
South Ashland avenue, and the next move 
of the postal authorities was to send the let- 
ter to the North Division stations from 
which the street is served. In this way it 
was transferred to Station F., and from 
there successively to Stations G, B, X, and Y, 
this latter covering the extreme north end 
to Fargo avenue in Rogers Park. As the 
letter was received at each station the reg- 
ular receiving mark was stamped on the 
back. As each carrier returned it after his 
fruitless hunt for the owner he stamped his 
own “ Not fotind”’ mark onethe face of the 
envelope. By the time it had passed through 
twelve stations and had been hangled by 
twenty carriers the letter. was pretty well 
covered with stamp marks, 


Sent Back to Writer. 


Nearly _ten days were spent in making 
this search, the letter going Into the hands of 
two carriers every day. If the sender had 
marked ‘‘ return in ten days ”’ over his bus!i- 
ness card in the corner it would have been 
promptly sent back to him at the expiration 
of that period, as the postal authorities were 
by that time thoroughly satisfied there was 
no chance to deliver the letter as addressed: 
But this precaution was neglected by the 
sender, and the thirty-day rule was applied. 
Under this the letter was held in Chicago 
until Jan. 3, 1896, then stamped “ uncalled 
for,’’ and returned to the writer. If there 
had been no business card on the envelope 
the letter would have been advertised, held 
two weeks fora claimant, and then forward- 
ed to the dead letter office. 

Assistant Superintendent McArthur of the 
city delivery department in the Chicago 
Postoffice estimates that in this instance the 
total expense of trying to deliver this par- 
ticular letter was about $4, antl the only re- 
turn for this was the two cents which thé 
sender had invested in a postage stamp. Such 
work delays the regular carriers, and some- 
times make necessary the employment of 
substitutes, and there is time wasted in mak- 
ing the log entries, in stamping “‘ not found,” 
and in other ways. 

* But it’s all in the business,”’ said Mn Mc- 
Arthur. ‘‘ We get a surprisingly large num- 
ber of just such letters every day, and the 
effort to deliver them constitutes one of the 
largest items of expense in carrier service.” 


HOW A STATUE -IS MADE. 


Elaborate Process in Modeling Which 
Must Be Undertaken Before It Takes 
Its Final Form. 


There used to be an old-fashioned joke 
about Powers, the sculptor, being the mean- 
est man on earth, because he had “ chiseled 
a poor ‘ Greek Slave’ out of a marble.’ As 
a matter of fact, he did nothing of the kind. 
Some expert marble cutter probably did 
the vhiseling, while Powers superintended 
and added the finishing touches. At least 
that Is the way most sculptors do. Their 
difficulties are over before the marble part 
is reached. Their hard work comes in 
earlier. 

When a sculptor has an idea for a statue 
he first manipulates a smal! rough figure 
from clay or wax. This is his “ sketch,” 
precisely like a painter's first jottings, to be 
afterwards elaborated. When the little 
sketch has been worked over to his satis- 
faction and he decides that it is worthy of 
an enlarged version, the first thing he does 
is to build a sort of skeleton—‘"‘ armature "’ 
is the technical term—out of iron joints. 
Then he bars this in places with wood. 
Then he fastens to it numerous short wires 
with flat bits of wood hanging from them, 
like the bobs of axkite. Technically, again, 
the name for these is “ butterfiles.’’ Then 
he begins putting clay all over his skeleton 
with his hands, the “ butterflies "’ forming 
s0 many tiny edges or shelves to support 
the clay. By the time the drmature is 
completely hidden the mass has assumed in 
a blocklike way the general form he means 
his figure to take. Now is the'time to hire 
a model and begin the actual careful copy- 
ing from nature. Day by day and week by 
week, under his skilled touch, the bulk is 
shaped and refined into the likeness of a 
human being, idealized far beyond the poor, 
imperfect living creature before him. 

Every statue, Bacchante or saint, warrior 
or clergyman is first modeled nude. When 
the form is as perfect as the artist can make 
it he dresses a lay figure in uniform or par- 
gon’s gown, or classic toga. For clinging 
transparent drapery wet cheesecloth is 
sometimes used. If rich and solid folds are 
desired canton flannel or some woolen ma- 
terial is arranged upon thelay figure. When 
this has been faithfully reproduced, when 
the nymph or the goddess stands complete, 
in light floating robes, the time has come to 
make a cast, for the clay cannot be long pre- 
served, Even while working on it the 
sculptor has to keep it constantly sprayed 
with water or covered with wet cloths to 
keep it from cracking apart under his 
hands. 

‘To make a plece mold or matrix the clay 
statue is simply covered with wet plaster, 

which when removed dry is naturally con- 
cave wherever the statue was convex. To 
facilitate removal strings are laid about the 
clay, or narrow strips of tin set into it upon 
edge. These separate the plaster coating 
so that it can be taken off in sections. The 
sections are stuck together with wet plas- 
ter and the joining parts smoothed over. 
From this matrix as many casts.as desired 
can be taken by pouring wet plaSterin and 
taking it out when dry. If the statue is 
large; like M. Wuertz's heroic-sized Greek 
maiden pouring water from a vase, repro- 
duced in half tones elsewhere in THE SUN- 
DAY TRIBUNE, it is made over iron rods, and 
fibers are mixed in the plaster. A bronze 
figure is cast on the same general principles 
as a plaster one, except that the matrix is of 
fine, adhesive, closely packed sand. Into 
this the molten metal is poured to cool. A 
statue is ‘‘ put into marble” by an elaborate 
mechanical system of measuring, pointing 
off, and drilling, until the proportions of the 
figure are obtained, after which the work is 
executed by hand with the greatest care 
and skill.

Another great novelty is tissue passe- 
menterie, which gives the effect of silk rib- 
bons pagsed through a network of mohair.

Other materials greatly favored by the 
great dressmakers are amazon cloth, chine 
cloth, covert coat cloth, and whipcord, which 
last named stuff has taken a new lease of 
life since four years ago, when it was 80 
much in vogue. 


Many Ornaments in Cloth. 


In the way of ornaments in cloth there are 
endless designs cut from broadcloth and 
edged with braid, piping or rows of small 
steel beads. These are applied to cloth 
gowns and are decorative and dressy. For 
instance, a warm tobacco-brown cloth gown 
will have these ornaments in white cloth 
cut out after some decorative design and 
bound about with narrow, dark brown braid. 
These are put on in form of yokeg, bretelles, 
epaulettes, and bands, and extend down the 
seams of the skirt from the waist. Mohair 
braids are also laid on in curls grouped or 
isolated and sewn along One edge. Some 
cther pretty embroideries are made re- 


hand, and can be cut from any piece lace. 
Sometimes a bit of contrasting silk is cut 
out the same shape as the flower, and ‘it Is 
applied to the velvet beneath the lace. 


Dresses of Checked Velvet. R 


Whole checked velvet dresses are very 
much worn, and have braidings and fur 
trimmings; the blouse usually has a largé 
scarf of lace tied at the throat, and a belt 
of white kid elaborately jeweled and fasten- 
ing with a large fancy buckle. Striped vel- 
vets are made up in a very decorative man- 
ner. 

Black velvet dresses trimmed with ermine 
are extremely rich and beautiful, and. are 
never worn excepting in one’s carriage. 
They’ are very beautiful for the theater, the 
concert, afternoon receptions, and for views 
at picture galleries. They have sometimes 
jet trimmings and a scarf of rare cld-time 
yellowed lace to make them even more 
superb. The ermine is used sparingly on 
the skirt, but in front there are usually 
large revers of it, a collar, and cuffs. A 
jet belt is usually employed for girting in 
the blouse. 

With these stunning black velvet gowns 
the ultra fashionable woman 
white felt hats heaped sometimes with 
white ostrich plumes, sometimes with black. 
Others have a yellow plume nestled in 
among the mass of white. Sometimes the 
white felt is bound and puffed about with 
black velvet and has many ornaments. of 
cut steel and brilliants. 


Evening Ball Dresses. 


Materials for evening wear in ball dresses 
and dinner gowns are varied and lovely. Be- 
sides all the conventional materials, there 
is point d@’esprit tulle, frilled and gathered 
to the waist over silk, with soft ruches about 
the bottom of the skirt. Greek tulle is an- 
other illusionary material used. Itisa thin, 
transparent gauze, stiff and crisp, and fine 
for frilling and puffing. It is sometimes 
elaborately spangled, in which case it is 
trimmed with ruches and frills of plain tulle. 
A pretty fancy is for having evening gowns 
made of black point d’esprit tulle over an- 
other color of the same kind of tulle. The 
underskirt of the ecru point d’esprit is made 
perfectly plain, but the outer one of black is 
usually puffed or frilled about the bottom, 
sometimes quite to the belt, the puffs or 
frills being set a few inches apart. 

White silk muslin, not mousseline de soie, 
although that word translated means silk 
muslin, but a thinner, crisper material, is 
much favored for the ball gowns of the 
débutantes. These frocks are made up with 
insertions of real Valenciennes lace and 
little frills of the same. They are made up 
over plain muslin slips, and are finished off 
by a pale blue sash of taffeta silk, frilled all 
round with the same. 


Capes and Jackets. 


Although for outdoor dress jackets have 
completely displaced the cape, some of these 
garments are still made for special occa- 
sions, and are usually in velvet and fur with 
graceful accessories of lace. Jackets are 
made very generally in cloth, plain or 
trimmed, with velvet and with large lapels. 
Jackets are still mueh braided or embroid- 
ered. As to shape they vary greatly, from 
the tailor-made jacket to the jacket of em- 
broidered velvet, with wide open sleeves.
